Hot Debate on the Order. 

Later in the proceedings, when Ald. Ryau 
put in hisworder directing the Commissioner 
to advertise for bids and let contracts, a hot 
discussion took place. Ald. Kent said: 

This is an order which would involve the 
expenditure of from $2,000,000 to $5,000,- 
000. There ought not to be any harry in 
this matter, and I believe this Council ‘ought 
to know what the building of these tunnels is 
going to cost before the contract islet. We 
wantto know where the money is coming 
from, and we ought not to pass an order of 
this character involving the expenditure of 
this large amount of money without any in- 
formation upon it. 

Ald. Campbell held that the plans and 
specifications had been made, and the only 
question now involved was whether the bids 
should be advertised for and'reportéd to the 
Council, or whether the Commissioner of Pub- 


| lic Works should go ahead and let the con- 


r acts. 

Ald. Noble said: 

This proposition is outrageous. We have 
no right to let this administration steal from 
the taxpayers. They have already stolen 
$250,000 tonight. This proposition of Ald. 
Ryan is as outrageous upon the taxpayers as 
the one he smuggled through last Monday 
night. This order gives away the work with- 
out competition. It is true and every man on 
the Finance committee knows that the speci- 
fications were drawn for the benefit of a 
certain company. 

Ryan’s Parliamentar; Courtesy. 


Then Ald. Ryan bobbed up and took this 
kind of a tack: 

Under ordinary circumstances I would 
not attempt to reply to the gentleman from 
the Thirty-first Ward. But what he has said, 
I was about to say, was, but from parlia- 
mentary courtesy must refrain, was untruth- 
ful, and I think he knows it. Let us have the 
facts as they are. Now withina few feet of 
him stands the agent of a Chicago concern, 
lobbying the Council for the. purpose 
of defeating the passage of the or- 
der. This man represents a firm 
which is the highest bidoer, and because it is 
the highest bidder it desires to have new spe- 
cifications to suit itin order to get the con- 
tract. It expects in the near future that a 
neighbor will be elected as Mayor of Chieago, 
and he will see that the specifications are so 
grounded that he will give them the con- 
trects. The committee has been honest in its 
declaration 

Ald. Noble— And you are honest in your 
deciarations? . 

Ald, Ryan—I was never sold by anybody 
and don’t owe a dollar I cannot pay. { Laugh- 
ter.] Mr. Chairman, that is the trouble. 
This contract is wanted for another firm. 
It wants the specifications drawn so it 
can get this work. The Mayor in the per- 
formance of his duties would not do it. 
The Commissioner of Public Works, Who 
under the charter is an officer of the city, 
would not award the contract without a vote 
of the Council. What have you been waiting 
for, gentlemen of the Committee ou Finance? 
Why don't you go on and see that the con- 
tract is awarded to the lowest responsible bid- 
der? Just because you are awaiting an op- 
portunity to get political preferment.“ 

Ald. Kent replied that the man who was 
now before the people would not follow the 
present corrupt administration’s example and 
give to any party or person the letting of any 
contracts. They will be let to the lowest and 
best responsible bidders. 

Ald. Madden said to pass an order to ex- 
pend $4,000,000 or $5,000,000 was simply 
an absurdity, as the city had no money. 

6 Order Hasn't Enough Votes. 

The roll was called on a motion of Ald. 
Ryan to suspend the rules te place the order 
on its passage, and failed on a vote of 25 
yeas to 32 nays. 

It seems the contracts were let to the Holly 
company several days ago. The effect of 
knocking out the yea and nay votein the 
opinion of some defeats the legality of the 
order passed a week ago, as the law requires 
that all appropriations shall be made bya 
roll-call vote. It is said the contract price is 
523.000 lower than the lowest bid made to 
the Finance committee and is $92,000 lower 
than the original work. 

The new engines will increase the water ca- 
pacity of the city considerably. Their com- 
bined capacity will be 88,000,000 gallons 
daily. At the Lake View house there will be 
a Gaskell high duty engine, horizontal, of 
14,000,000 gallons capacity. The engine 
for the Sixty-eighth street house will be of the 
same kind and capacity. Two vertical com- 
pound engines of 15,000,000 gallons each 
will be placed in the Chicago avenue house, 


‘while the big pumping station at Fourteenth 


street will havea vertical triple compound 
engine. The contract also includes eighteen 
boilers to be distributed as follows: Twoa 
Lake View, four at Sixty-eighth street, six at 
Chicago avenue, and six at Fourteenth 
street. 

Aldermen Lose Their Nerve. 


Ald. Mulcahy introduced the famous Com- 
mercial Heat and Power company ordinance, 
which was to have been put through the Coun- 
cil the same night the Cosmopolitan and Og- 
den gas ordinances passed, but some of the 
Aldermen lost their nerve. It provides that 
this company shall have the right to construct 
and operate plants, and the right of way along 
and under all streets and alleys, and to tunnel 
under the river, to maintain a system of service 
pipes for manufacturing, supplying, and dis- 
tributing steam and hot water for heat and 
power, and to distribute water under pres- 
sure. The period of franchise was for 
fifty years, The ordin@fice was referred to 
the Committee of Fire ana Water. 

Ald. Rohde introdueed an ordinance, which 
was passed, providing that a vote be taken at 
the coming election regarding the annexation 
of Roseland to the city. 

Ald. Sayle introduced an ordinance, which 
was referred, authorizing the Chicago (len- 
eral railway company to construct an electric 
line, single or double, along the following 
route: 

On West Twenty-fifth street, from the east line 
of Lawndale avenue to the west line of West 
Forty-second street ; on West Forty-second street, 
from the Burlingten tracks to West Thirty-first 
street; on West Twerfty-efghth street, from the 
east line ef Kedzie avenue to the west line of 
West Forty-second street; on West Twenty sec- 
ond street, from the east line of West Fortieth 
street west to the city limits; on Ashland ave- 
nue, from the north line of West Twenty-second 
street to the south line of Thirty-first street; on 
Twenty-second street, west from the Illipois 
Central railroad to Jefferson street; on Kedzie 
avenue, from the north line of West Thirty-first 
street south to the city limits.

The distinction between 
parties wasin name only. Tho great danger 
of the age lay in the segregation of 
the people in the large cities 
and the safety of the Republic rested on the 
choosing of honest and efficient men to ad. 
minister the government of cities. Pure mu. 
nicipal government was the real issue of thé 
campaign, and unless it was secured in Chi. 
cago the city would share the fate of Venice, 
Florence, and all the great cities of the Mid- 
dle Ages, 


Make Popular Government a Failure. 


Some day, unless abuses were stopped, the 
people in the cities would determine that gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people, for the 
people was a failure, and then would appear 
the man on horseback and in histrain would 
follow strife, monarchy, anarchy, or 
barbarism. One way to get good gov- 
ernment, he said, was to tie the hands: of 
the men who grew fat and strong out 
of bad government. When decent men went 
to the primaries they thought they had done 
their duty, but they found at the primaries. 
other men—men who did not appear to be es- 
pecially intelligent, but who had spent their 
time for weeks before in preparing for the 
primary, and who usually succeeded in get- 
ting the men they worked for nominated. 
Good citizens might wonder how these work- 
ers could affora to put in their time in politics, 
but investigation would show they were car- 
ried on the city pay rolls, 

The remedy for this state of things was the 
adoption of civil service rules. With these 
rules in force, Mr. Hamline believed, one- 
fourth of the present amount of money raised 
by taxation could be saved. 

“If the Republican Legislature,” he said, 
** will pass the civil service bill it will deserve’ 
our thanks, but unless it passes it in time to 
let us vote on it at the spring election every. 
Republican candidate on ths ticket should be 
defeated. That should be the issue of this 
campaign. 


Mr. Ela’s Plea for Honest Aldermen. 


John W. Ela was the next speaker. He was 
introduced asa Democrat by the President. 
He said in view of the approach of the April 
election he did not care much whether he was 
a Democrat or not. In the City Council were 
sixty-four Aldermen, and it was a lib. 
eral estimate to say ten of them 
were straightforward, honest men. To 
prevent the repetition of the recent 
dishonest acts of the City Council it 
was nec ry to have twenty-three opposi 
votes pron wil the corrupt 2 Next 
April thirty-four members of the Council 
were to be elected. Supposing five of the hon. 
est men held over it would be necessary for 
the people to see that eighteen of the new 
members were honest men in order to have 
one more than a third of the Council to stand 
up for the rights of the people.

A Populistie View of It. 

Dr. Bayard Holmes, the People’s party 
candidate for Mayor, followed Mr. Ela. He 
said he agreed with the previous speakers in 
seeing no reason whatever for being a Demo- 
crat ora Republicau in municipal politics, 


but he thought he could give a reason for be. 


ing a Populist. He did not, however, agree 
with those gentlemen who said: “Let us ap- 
ply business principles to the administration 
of the city government. That was just what 
was being done. It was all business. Every- 
thing was bought and sold and that was what 
the People’s party did not want. 

The People's party, he said, had no news- 
paper to push its cause, but if by any means 
it could be made known what vileness and 
corruption existed and were confessed to in

He 
did not believe in politics when it came to 
municipal affairs, but when a municipal 


campaign was divided on party lines, as the 


present campaign was, and everything was 
equal, he would vote for the man represent - 
ing the party with the greatest moral 
force behind it and he believed he knew 
which party that was. Though Dr. Henson 
did not say it in so many words he left no 
doubt in the minds of his hearers that he 
meant the Republican party. 

He advised Dr. Holmes to take the advice 
given by some street urchins to Henry Clay 
when that statesman was attacked by a goat 
and caught it by the horns, It was impossi- 
ble to hold on long and dangerous to let go,

But nobody had kept a check 
upon him. 

Detectives were told of the supposed defal- 
cation and the American Surety company no- 
tified. This company will have to makegood 
$15,000 of the missing money unless Larra- 
bee returns and proves itall a mistake. Where 
the rest will come from the losers do not 
know, though there is an impression that 
wealthy friends of the missing man will make 
up the deficiency whether or not he volun- 
tarily returns or is caught. 

It is thought Larrabee took fright at the im- 
portunate demands upon him for a settlement 
a day or two prior to his disappearance.

Larrabee’s relations witn the woman are 
believed to have extended over a period of 
three years or more. As he was a widower 
without incumbrances there was nothing to 
stand between him and any fancies he might 
have for beautiful adventuresses except a 
lack of money. 

Larrabee is 41 years of age, small in stat- 
ure, and dark in complexion, with a black 
mustache. He was always well dressed and 
in general appearance reminded one of a typ- 
ical, prosperous clerk. Persons searching for 
him affect to believe that he has gone to lowa 
to get money with which to make whole the 
bank account of his employers.

AMERICAN AID NOT WANTED 


British Warship Goes to Enferee the

UNITED STATES LIKELY TO ACT, 


Mawaaua, Nicaragua, March 18.— Che Brit. 
ish Government, through its Minister here, 
has submitted an ultimatum to Nicaragua. 
It demands a cash indemnity of £15,000 
($75,000) as smart money to pay for the ex- 
pulsion of Mr. Hatch, British Consular Agent 
at Bluefields, during the troubles there last 
year, and also the appointment of a commis- 
sicn to adjudicate the damages sustained by 
the persons and property of British subjects 
who were expelled from the Mosquito Reser. 
vation the same time. 

By the terms of thealtimatum Great Brit. 
ain is to name one of the Commissioners and 
Nicaragua another. and these two are to choose 
a third, who shall not be a citizen of the 
United States. 

It was also made known that a British war. 
ship is now on its way to Nicaragua to en- 
force these demands, which must be complied 
with within seven weeks from Feb, 25, the 
date of the ultimatum. 

Wasutwaton, D. C., March 18,—It ts im- 
possible to learn positively whether the State 
Department has been fully advised officially 
of the severe demands made upon Nicaragua 
by Great Britain, as reported in the cable dis- 
patches from Managua, but from the fact 
that Gen. Barrios, who was appointed an Am- 
bassador by the Nicaraguan Government to 
endeavor to settle tue differences with Great 
Britain, has been,in Washington for a week, 
and has paid several visits to the State De- 
partment in company with Dr. Guzman, the 
resident Nicaraguan Minister, it is assumed 
that the United States Government is fully 
posted in regard to the matter.

As the European governments appear to be 
moving to collect these individual debts on 
their own account, it is a question that the 
United States must speedily settle as to how 
far it is prepared to permit this process to go 
on. 

As to Nicaragua, it is felt here that the terms 
of the British ultimatum are unduly severe, 
Besides, there isa rather disagreeable reflec. 
tion upon American citizens in the stipulation 
that none such shall serve on the commission 
to adjudge the damage. On the whole, it is 
more probable the President will interpose to 
secure at least an amelioration of. the terms 
of the ultimatum by an appeal to the British 
Government, representing the great hardship 
that it would work to Nicaragua under its 
present depressed condition to prefer a de- 
mand for so large an indemnity as $75,000.

In speaking of the matter toright Senator 
Hamer said: 

The civil service bill should be subsidiary 
tothe revenue bill. Cook County escapes 
taxation to a large extent, and the poor and 
the middle classes of the community out in 
the State have to pay the burden of taxation. 
The wealthy people of the city stand in with 
the Assessors and get out of paying their 
taxes. Country folks suffer for it. One fac. 
tion says, 0, raise the rate of taxation,’ and 
another says, ‘Increase the valuation.’ That 
is all well enough, as faras it goes, but no 
matter what we do under tne existing laws, 
the big moneyed interests and the moneyed 
men will get out of paying their taxes just 
the same. Iam for the revenue bill now 
pending in the Senate. It is in the 
interest of the people who have to pay 
the taxes. It will make the wealthy 
folks and corporations pay their just 
proportion, a thing which Cook County does 
not do at this time by a good deal. Now, 
the Cook County members are all 
down here fighting for the civil-service re- 
form bill, and as near as | can find out every 
one of them is opposed to the revenue bill. 
If they want to come in and help pass the 
revenue’bill we will see what can be done 
with it and then reciprocate in favor of civil 
service. But the revenue bill must go first 
and before I will vote for civil service I want 
to see those Chicago members come up and 
vote for the revenue bill. 


What Cook County Must Do, 


He was asked to give the names fof any of 
the Senators who were of his way of thinking 
and replied: A great many members from 
the country are of the same opinion as | am. 
I don’t want to giveany names nor do | ia- 
tend to, but I simply tell you a great many 
Senators from the country feel about the 
matter as I do. I had a letter from Marshall 
Fieid urging me to vote for civil service. I 
understand every member of the Legisiature 
received a letter from that gentieman. I an- 
swered the letter today pretty much in the 
same strain as I am talking now. If Cook

COMBINATION OF POSTAL EMPLOYES, 


They Want a Raise in Salaries That Will 
Aggregate $5,000,000, 

Wasnixdrox, D. C., March 18.—The Post- 
office Department has information of the 
formation of a powerful combination ot postal 
employés, designed to bring pressure upon 
Congress to overturn certain regulations and 
rules of the department. The employés have 
been encouraged by success in attaching to 
last postoffice appropriation bill an 
amendment which suspended an order of the 
department issued last June and directing 
that by May 1, 1895, all railway mail service 
employés should remove to some point along 
the line of the route on which they are em- 
ployed. The reason for issuing the order is 
explained at the department as necessary be- 
cause at the time the order was issued there 
were 1,300 of the 7,000 in the service who 
did not live on the lines where they worked. 
When there was an accident or anything els® 
that required emergency men those who were 
on leave and away from the line where they 
worked escaped the extra duty and it fell 
upon those living on the route. 

The department is now informed that since 
the failure of the legislation increasing tine 
pay of employés a combination has been 
formed to pass this legislation and also to 
overturn orders and rules of the department 
which are unsatisfactory to them. A high 
official of the department said today: 

This combination includes some thousands of 
employés in the railway mail service, the letter- 
carrier service, and in postoflices. They are all 
in the classified service, and protected from re- 
moval. The aggregate amount of the increase 
demanded is about $5.000,000. That, perhaps, 
is not of so much importance as the effect on the 
discipline of the department and the efficiency nf 
the service. These employés, numbering 30,000, 
by a contribution of $5 each would raise a fund 
of $150,000 tor the maintenance of a lobby. The 
effect of this combination would be to create a 
sentiment against the civil service law which 
protects these employés. How formidable the 
combination may bécome is a matter of conjec- 
ture, but the whole affair is the result of Con- 

ress legislating to overturn the rules and regu- 

ations of the department as affecting its em- 
ployés. 

Assistant Postmaster-General Jones today 
ordered the dismissal of a letter-carrier at 
Youngstown, O., for alleged conspiracy to de- 
feat the order of the Postmaster-General mak- 
ing regulations preventing overtime charges. 
It was learned that the Youngstown carrier 
had taken advantage of leave of absence to go 
to Canton and was about to perfect an organ- 
ization of letter-carriers, so that they would 
stand by each other and prevent the discharge 
of any man for any cause whatever. r. 
Jones says that combinations among em ployés 
of this kind will not be tolerated. 


NEW REGULATIONS AS TO INCOME TAX. 


Manner Specified in Which Corporations 
Shall Make Their Returns. 
Wasuineton, D. C., March 18.—The follow. 


ing instructions have been sent to Collectors 


of Internal Revenue: 

Corporations are required to make income tax 
returns to the Collector or a Deputy Collector of 
the district in which their principal office, from 
which all of their business is directed and where 
their books and records pertaining to such busi- 
ness are kept, is located. Branch houses and sub- 
agencies are not required to make returns to Col- 
lectors of that part of the business under their 
control. In view of the foregoing Collectors are 
instructed to ascertain from all agents, man- 
agers, or other persons in control of the branch 
or local business of corporations situated in their 
respective districts the exact location of the prin- 
cipal office of the corporation which they repre- 
sent and to forward the information received 
from such agents or persons to the Collector of 
the district in which said principal c ffice is 10- 
cat 

A large number of income tax returns are 
being received at the Interaal Revenue Bureau 
by every mail, and the work of examining, 
extending, and filing them is well in hand 


and going forward without any hitch. Near- 


ly ali of the Collectors throughout the coun- 
try have made their February reports. They 
show a satisfactory acquiescence on the part 
of income tax payers in all of the regulations 
governing the collection of the tax. . The ut- 
most secrecy as to the amount and character 
of the returns is being observed, but it is be- 
lieved the receipts so far are beyond the ex- 
pectations of the officials. 


UNCLE SAM AND ITALY GOOD FRIENDS. 


The Colorado Lynchings Fail to Disturb 
Their Peaceful Relations. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., March 18.— The Italian 
incident is practically closed, so far as it in- 
volves the relations of the United States and 
Italy, and instead of leaving irritation and 
ill-feeling the affair appears to have resulted 
in further strengthening the friendly relations 
between the countries. It is a source of com- 


ment and gratification at the State De- 


partment that at a time when for- 
eign entangiements were pressing from 
all quarters Baron Fava made no 
protest beyond presenting the facts as tele- 
graphed by the Italian Consul at Denver. and 
at the same time reassured the Italian Gov- 
ernment the authorities were doing every- 
thing in their power. It can be stated author- 
itatively the reports circulated of Baron 
Fava’s probable transfer to a European sta- 
tion are groundless. Such reports spread 
at the present time are believed by 
diplomats here to be inspired by the same 
malevolent influence that exaggerated the 
meaning of Baron Fava's personal corre- 
spoaodence with the Governor of Colorado, 
and whose aim, itis said, is to disturb the 
friendship between the two countries. Baron 
Fava expressed the opinion that as far as the 
relations between the representatives of the 
two countries are concerned such influences 
are powerless and will not succeed in their in- 
tent.

DR SARAH HAOKETT STEVENSON’S 
UNIQUE SUGGESTION. 


Discussion of the . Subject of a Sensible 
Substitute for the Woman's Skirt of 
Today Léads to Her Expressing the 
Conviction That Men Would Look Much 
Better in Flowing Garments=Lack of 
Courage Prevents Women Adopting « 
Sensible and Hygienic Dress. 


The woman of today, particularly the pro- 
fessional woman, devoutly longs for some 
sensible substitute for draggling petticoats. 
She does not want to resolve herself into a fin 
de siécle freak—not for a minute—but she oe- 
casionally has the courage to exclaim in the 
face of conservative custom: How I should 
welcome for out-of-door wear a cractical re- 
form in dress! 

The perplexing problem formed the topic 
for an interesting conversation yesterday aft- 
ernoon at the office of Dr. Sarah Hackett 
Stevenson. In answer to the query. What 
shall we wear instead of skirts?’ Dr. Steven- 
son said: ' 
„On general principles the ideal dress al- 
lows perfect freedom of the body. The skirt 
of today is objectionable because of its length 
and weight. For street wear a skirt of light 
material and reaching only to the ankles 
would adequately fill the long-felt want of the 
business woman. Seventy years ago a skirt 
that came to the ankles was much in vogue, 
and I do not think that particular length un- 
graceful. Another thing, sweeping skirts 
spread Cisease. No one knows of the mi- 
crobes taken up by women’s dresses. The 
bacilli of tuberculosis are carried in this way 
because people will expectorate in the cars 
and on the streets. Yes, as a physician 1 
heartily indorse aa abbreviation of skirts.“ 
„Would you be willing to wear such a skirt 
as you describe?’’ was the interposition. 
„Mes,“ was the quiet, decisive rejoinder. 
„Do you think there is a sensible substitute 
for skirts?“ | 
„ do not think ‘there is—at least I never 
saw one. Of course, these things are merely 
a matter of custom.”’ 

The conversation then turned on the ques- 
tion of men’s dress. There is not a single 
graceful line in masculine attire,” said Dr. 

Stevenson. “For my part I believe men 
would look better if they wore skirts. In 
fact, men did wear skirts in the long ago, 

When men wear short skirts on the stage how: 
much more graceful they appear. In fact, I 
think a change in men’s attire is to be com- 
mended, and nothing would be more graceful 
for evening wear that knee breeches. Harriet 
Hosmer calls our statues ‘ betrousered obitu- 
aries,’ and I think she is about right. In En. 

gland the deans wear knee trousers and 
buckles.’’ 

An interested listener was of the opinion 
that skirts to the ankle are a most ungainly 
length, and did not hesitate to say she heartily 
approved of knee skirts and leggings for 
woman’s*wear.

MISMANAGEMENT OF GIRLS’ HOME 
OANNOT BE JUSTIFIED, 


— * 


Iavestlgating Committee Goes to Spring- 
field Without Completing Its Work 
Former Superintendent Tells Some New 
Thing: About the Home=—Disgraceful 
Extravagance May Be Found=Mrs. Day- 
ton Admits and Tries te Justify Acts 
Alleged Against Her. 


The committee of the State Legislature in- 
vestigating the Home for Juvenile Offenders 
returned to Springfield last night. It has not 
completed its labors, however, and will re- 
sume the inquiry next Friday. Other institu- 
tions will be visited in the meantime. All of 
yesterday was devoted to the examination of 
witnesses, if the hope of finishing the work at 
once, but there was no conclusion reached in 
the matter of finances. According to the fig- 
ures submitted by Mrs, Holt, the secretary of 
the Board of Trustees, the per capita expense 
of the home is $568 a year. According to 
the figures of the committee the expense is a 
little over $1,000. 

The trustees admit the money has been 
spent, but they claim it cannot be considered 
as à correct per capita estimate, as the funds 
were not all spent for maintenance. To this 
the committee replies that if the money was 
not spent for maintenance it was improperly 
expended, It is not believed any discrepancy 
will be discovered, but it is believed large 
amounts have been diverted. from proper 
chanuels, The report of the committee will 
not be ready for severa! days at least. 

The last witness was one of the inmates, 
Annie Goski, aged 13. She told the same 
old story in brief of chains, bread and water, 
and other punishment. She said some of the 
girls smoked cigarets which boys gave them 
through the windows. 


Mrs. Mahana Gives Her Testimony, 

Mrs. W. D. Mahana, the first superinten- 
dent of the home, was an interesting witness. 
She told of many facts which had not been 
obtained from other witnesses, She asserted 
one girl was an inmate of the place for some 
weeks who had no right there whatever. She 
was a ward of Mrs. Holt. Sho was not sent 
there by a court of record or even by a Jus. 
tice of the Peace, but simply by orders from 
Mrs. Holt. After remaining some time at the 
expense of the State she left, attired in clothes 
furnished by the State. The witness asserted 
Mrs. Holt had asked her not to tell other 
members of the board about it. 

Mrs. Holt admitted part of the story later. 
She said she sent the girls there and that she 
remained some weeks, but other members of 
the board knew all about it. They expected 
to arrange the matter with the courts later. 
The clotnes the girl wore when she left the 
place belonged to the State, but were sent 
back in a few days. 

Mrs. Mahana told of the extravagant man- 
agement of the home, She said it cost 
$353.33 a month to maintain the institution 
when there was but one inmate, She knew 
nothing about the recent troubles and thought 
strife and jealousy among the employés and 
trustees were the chief cause of trouble. 

Dr. Jessie Shears, who gave her testimony 
last week, was allowed to correct some state- 
ments previouly made ard to tell a few things 
which she forgot to state before. She said 
one girl had been sent to Mercy Hospital at 
her suggestion. She was dying of consump- 
tion. Dr. Shears volunteered the opinion 
that much of the troublein the home was due 
to the bad quarters, making it imposssible 
to separate the inmates to discipiine them as 
they required. 

Mra. Wells Produces the Handcuffs. 


Mrs. Wells, the present assistant superin- 
tendent, who has held her position since the 
day before the riot broke out, said she knew 
but little about the institution, She thought 
the girls were well treated and well fed. She 
spoke of the handcuffs and was asked to pro-

Mrs. Dayton Admits Many Charges. 

The present superintendent, Mrs. A. J. 
Dayton, was questioned for the first time. 
She gave her version of the story in a busi- 
ness-like, determined way. She was ques- 
tioned sharply concerning harsh treatment of 
the inmates, the bread and water diet, and the 
chaining of the girls to the floor. She said 
she found the affairs of the place in bad con. 
dition when she took charge March 1. Her 
method was to grade the girls according to 
their behavior. All were put on a reduced 
diet, and it was then announced that * good 
girls would be given the former bill of fare 
if they proved worthy of it after a week’s 
trial. A “punishment table” was instituted 
for“ bad girls,“ where the fare consisted of 
bread and water or milk and bread. 

She took the position that all the girls 
should be considered “bad” until they 
proved the opposite. She admitted whipping 
some of the girls and of givmg orders to con- 
fine others to the dark room.“ She ordered 
James Gratrix to chain Mamie Davis the 
night the riot occurred, March 10. She was 
opposed to using a chain, but thought it 
necessary at times. 

Judge F. M. Annis, one of the trustees, tes- 
tified that he knew nothing of the recent 
trouble, having given the most of his atten- 
tion to the work on the new buildings at 
Gene va, III. 

Two of the matrons who were recently em- 
ployed gave their testimony, but no new 
facts were developed. 

Mrs. M. L. Derby, the present kitchen 
matron, gave her testimony, which was in the 
main a defense of Mrs. Dayton's methods. 
She believed the system of discipline us estab- 
lished by her was necessary. She said some 
of the girls evideutly preferred to go to the 
bridewell to remaining in the home. She de- 
clared she would not believe the majority of 
the girls under outh. The chain was used, 
she said, to protect property. The girls 
broke the doors and had to be restrained. 

Edema Stubbiefield, the dining-room ma- 
tron, said she had lived in the house a little 
more than a week and could state positively 
the girls could not be trusted or believed.

Ivjunction Asked to Restrain the City 
from Interfering. 

The Ferris Wheel company has flung down 
the gage of battle to its opponents in its pur- 
pose to rebuild the wheel at the North Clark 
street terminus of Mr. Yerkes’ cable line. 
Late Saturday afternoon H. S, Robbins, at- 
torney of the Ferris company, served notice 
on Corporation Counsel Palmer that he would 
apply for an injunction restraining the city 
from interfering with the rebuilding of the 
wheel. Mr. Robbins left a copy of the bill 
he had drawn at Mr. Palmer’s office. Hehad 
it placed on Judge Payne’s calendar, and 
this morning at 10 o’clock the issue will be 
heard. 

“It is not a mandamus requiring the city 
to issue a permit to us that we ask, said Mr. 
Robbins yesterday. Our bill petitions for a 
rule on the city requiring it not to meddle 
with us while building. We base it on the 
fact there is nothing in the building ordinance 
about wheels. We do not need a permit to 
put up the wheel. The city’s refusal, to grant 
it is superfluous. But as the city might in-

The ordinance is a fence we have not 
reached yet.

If they 
are moved to the North Side the operation 
will be accomplished with wagons for the 
smaller parts. The heavier pieces will be 
loaded on cars and taken around by the Belt 
line to the nearest attainable point to the new 
site and there transferred to trucks.

The Metropolitan Elevated railroad com- 
pany has a large aniount of real estate under 
its tracks which itis proposed to utilize, It 
is believed by some of the people connected 
with the company that the real estate under 
the tracks of the elevated. road is capable of 
yielding a large income. A proposition has 
recently been made to the company by a 
syndicate for leasing a portion of the grounds 
just west of the river, and building up a great 
market district. It is believed that the real 
estate is well located for such a purpose, and 
that a market could be «built there which 
would be readily accessible to all parts of the 
Nothing 
definite has been done, hut people connected 
with the company say that there is little doubt 
but some plan for the utilization of this 
ground will be worked out, and they think it 
quite probable that this market plan may be car- 
ried through. 

Another idea which is being considered for 
making use of the land under the outlying’ por- 
tions of the road is one similar to a plan which 
has worked successfully in London under 
the elevated tracks of the steam railroads. It is

The Alley Ele- 
vated has $7,500,000 stock, $7,500,000 first 
section bonds, and $3,000,000 second section 
bonds, an average of $875,000 stock and $1, 226,- 
000 bonds per mile of its 8.56 miles of road. The 
Lake street company has $10,000,000 of stock 
and $7,621,000 of bonds on 6.4 miles of road, an 
average of $1,562,000 stock per mile and 
$1,190,000 bonds per mile. After the bonds are 
scaled down, as provided in the pending reorgan- 
ization plan, there will be $892,000 bonds per 
mile of road.

The buils on the Metropolitan situation ad- 
vance arguments along about the following 
lines. They say that their road runs through by 
far the most thickly populated districts of the 
city ; that it is unquestionably the best construct- 
ed of all the elevated roads; owing to the fact 
that electricity will be used as the motive power 
faster speed can be made and open cars can be 
used to attract traffic while expenses will re- 
duced far below those of the steam railroads. 
As one illustration of-that the fact is cited that a 
contract has been made to furnish coal to the 
roud for the first year of its operation at 85 
cents per ton against about $6 paid by the 
Alley. The road will burn bituminous 
screenings and automatic machinery has 
been provided so that there will 
need to be no hand labor after the coal is dumped 
into the cars atthe mines. It is argued that the 
four-track struetare enables the company to re- 
ally furnish rapid transit, something which the 
otber elevated reads have hardly done, and 
there are no steam railroads to compete with, as 
is the cage particularly with the Alley elevated. 
It is calculated that if the company, with ali 
these advantages of more thickly settled terri- 
tory, better service, and friendly temper of the 
people, is still able to carry no more per mile of 
road than the Alley company is now carrying that 
it will even then earn not only all the interest un 
its outers bonds but something on the 
stock, 

The opposite view of the situation may be 
summed up in about this way: The road has 
cost altogether too much money, the people who 
hold bearish views regarding it say. The company 
has been expensively experimenting in a new 
field; the hopes of the promoters regarding the 
traffic will not bo realized because the popula- 
tion along the line is not a traveling population 
in anything like the degree the South Side — 
travel. The road will have to compete with elec- 
tric lines which the West Chicago company will 
soon have in operation, and its terminal lands 
passengers even moro disadvantageously than the 
Congress street terminal of the Alley road.

That is considered a 
gooc-sized sum to have at risk in a fire which 
might occur in a single buiiding, and ordi- 
narilyno more than $5,000 is written. by 
conservative companies. The exceptions are 
on large plants or on big buildings of supe- 
rior construction, such as fireproof buildings 
having a good class of surroundings. . When 
greater risks are assumed often the company 
writing the policy will reinsure a portion of 
the risk, cutting its own liability to a morte 
modest sum. Where companies offer to take 
great risks in order to get a good-sized, pre- 
mium it will often be found on examination 
that one of the large losses would go far to- 
ward wiping out the capital and — of the 
company writing.

ten in the year 1893. These tigures are 
based on the annual reports of the vapigy, 
companies, but they are by no meang 
a true criterion of the real amount 
of lite insurance written. A cone ed 
tive estimate made by people who 
are familiar with the life insurance 
is that not to exceed 50 per cent of 
reported is actual bona fide insurance taken 
out by penple who expect to honestly fyigy 
their part of the contract and to Continue 
paying premiums indefinite y upon their 
policies. It is a fact that at the close of each 
year companies will write insurance free of 
cost merely with the idea of swelling the total 
of the new insurance written in the reports 
which they issue. 

There is a good example of this in the case 
of the Mutual Reserve Fund of New Yor. 
t isa well-known fact that this company, 
along with others, writes business in this way, 
knowing well that a large percentage of i 
will never meet with a single response in the 
way of premiums from the persons in whose 
names the policies are issued. (Officers of 
this company, as well as other companies 
which make a practice of swelling their totals, 
deny any knowiedge of these actions. 

hen cases are brought to their attention 
they make the plea that the business is writ. 
ten by agents who are not authorized to 
write policies except to those persons who in. 
tend keeping up the insurance and who pay 
the initial premiums. If that is the case then 
the officers of tne companies are more ie 
blame than they would be if the practice met 
with their approval. It shows carelessness of 
the most gross character to permit this to 
on year after year unchecked. 
matter had reached a point where it could 
no longer be ignored by the Insurance Com. 
missioners and last fall a committee of these 
officials made an examination of books and ac. 
counts in a number of departments. The ex. 
aminations, however, were not of a character 
to disciose much. Examinations must of 
necessity be cursory in their character when 
conducted as these were. The result was, ag 
every one expected, nothing. 

In December, 1893, an agent for the 
Mutual Reserve Fund offered to write 830, 
000 of insurance, free of any cost whatever, 
fora man in Chicago.

For six months after the expiration of that 
premium he was in constant receipts of letters 
asking that the premiums, be paid and the in 
surance continued.

DEATH OF COL. MARTIN V. B. EDGERLY. 


Massachusetts Mutual Life President Ex- 
pires tn New York City. 

New Yorx, March 18.—[(Special. ]|—Col. 
Martin V. B. Edgerly, President of the Massa- 
chusetts Mutual Life Insurance company, 
died suddenly at the New Netherlands Hotel 
this morning. He had been ill butea week, 
Death was caused by spinal meningitis. Col. 
Edgerly, accompanied by his daughter, ar- 
rived in New York March 4 from Old Point 
Comfort, where they had been on a pleasure 
trip. They both contracted severe colds 
aboard ship, which created abscesses in the 
ear. This developed into spinal meningitis, 
which caused the Colonel’s death. His daugh- 
ter is now down with pneumonia and may 
not recover. 

Col. Kdgerly lived in Springfield, Mass., 
where the main offices of the company are 
located, and came to the New York office 
once a month. He was one of the best known 
insurance men in the country. He was born 
in Barnstead, N. H., Sept. 6, 1833. He first 
went inte business with the company of 
which he afterward became President. After 
a few years’ work as an ent be was ap- 

inted general agent for New Hanipshire. 
This was in 1861. Afterward his territory 
was increased until he had Vermont and 
Northern New Yorkin his charge. In 1879 
he removed to Boston, where he was made 
general agent for that city. He was elected 
Second Vice-President in 1883 and First 
Vice-President in 1885. He has been Presi- 
dent since 1886. Col. Edgeriy was promi- 
nent in politics, and in 1882 ran for Gov- 
ernor of New Hampshire on the Democratic 
ticket. He was defeated by a few votes. 


GENERAL NEWS FROM NEW YORK. 


Second Conspirator in the Pilot to Rufs 
the Rev. Dr. D. ©. Potter. 


New York, March 18.—[Spetial.]—Detective 
Henry Gohen of the East Fifth Street Police Sta- 
tion today discovered a second conspirator in the 
plot to ruin the Rev. Dr. Daniel C. Potter, which 
was checked by the arrest of a burglar in the 
church building at sermon time yesterday. The 
burglar's real name is C. W. Bender, and his wife, 
who lived with him in an Irving place boarding- 
house, has been an attendant at the tabernacie 
services and prayer meetings for the last two 
years. A. C. Vanderpoel of the Park Bank Build- 
ing. who is Dr. Potter’s attorney. said ay he 
had known of the conspiracy to ruin Dr. Potter 
for many months. He refused to divulge the 
nature of the action which Dr. Potter has begun 
against John D. Rockefeller, the Standard Oil 
magnate. 


Dimmock Insolvency Case Settled. 


The Dimmock insolvency case. was decided by 
Judge Clearwater at Kingston today, the peti- 
tion for his discharge bemg denied with costs. 
Mr. Dimmock was the organizer and President 
of the Bankers’ and Merchants’ Telegraph com- 
pany in 1884. In May, 1888. the failure of the 
company was posted on the Stock Exchange for 
over $2,500,000. In August, 1893, Dimmock 
applied to the court for discharge in 121 
claiming to have secured the requisite two-thirds 

f consent creditors. The contestant claimed 
Dissmock's abilities exceeded $3.000,000 and 
that he had secreted vast amounts from his cred- 
itors.

BEGS THE POLICE TO LOOK HIM UP. 


Ex-Convict Declares He Is a Dangerous 
Man and Might Do Harm. 


A man walked into the Canalport Avenue 
Station yesterday and coolly requested Sergt. 
Atzel to lock him up. 

„Why se?“ the Sergeant asked. 

‘* Because Iam a dangerous mau.“ 

„Well, what have you done? 

„Nothing, sir; only I am afraid that if I 
am allowed my liberty I will kill some one. 
My name is Johnson Roche and I have just 
been released from the penitentiary, where I 
was sent five years ago for assaulting my 
wife. 

Lieut. Rehm, who was in the station at the 
time, ordered the man locked up, thinking he 
might be a subject for poliee investigation. 
He willingly allowed himself to be searched 
and all his papers, which were his chief pos- 
session, were given over to the desk sergeant. 

Later in the day he was questioned at 
length in regard to himself. According to 
his own statement he was arrested in Se 
tember, 1889, for cutting his divorced wife 
across the face with a razor. He was tried 
before Judge Baker in November, and sen- 
venced to eight years at Joliet. He was re- 
leased Feb. 6, two years and nine months 
having been dropped from his time on ac- 
count of good behavior. He said he was 
afraid his former wife would meet violenee at 
his hands if he should meet her. He said his 
sentence had been unjust, and that while 
in prison his worry over it had affected his 
mind and he had lost control over himself. 

A review of the facts in Roche’s case 
throws some light on his present condition. 
At one time he was looked upon asa bad 
character on the West Side and is said to have 
mistreated his wife. As a result she applied 
for a divorce, which was granted. Their two 
children, 5 and 7 years old, were placed in aa 
asylum, Mrs. Roche went to work for 
herself in a laundry. Since his release he has 
several times been to see Mrs. 
who lives at the Centenary 
House, No. 293 West Monroe street, 
and, it is said, made threats against her. She | 
wus much disturbed and finally swore out a 
warrant a few weeks ago for his arrest on the 
charge of making threats to kill, though she 
does not care to prosecute him so long as she

GANG OF SUPPOSED OOUNTERFEIT- 
ERS CAUGHT BY THE POLIOE, 


One Makes a Hard Fight Before Me Sur- 
renders=Had Given a Newsboy Bogus 
Coin te Pass=Some of the Money 
Found, Together with a Qaantity of 
Stolen Property and Burglars' 1001

Through information given by a small boy 
Detectives O'Malley and O'Donnell of the 
Central Station last night broke up a gang of 
burglars and counterfeiters, arresting three 
of the men, recovering a quantity of stolen 
goods. and securing bogus money and a good 
outfit of burgiars’ tools.

Half a dozen men were arrested on suspicion, 
but were released, as they were able to estab- 
lish their innocence. In spite of the efforts 
of the government detectives the work of 
passing the bogus money continued, and mer- 
chants thruughout the city, but especially on 
the South Side, complained constantly. When 
received the money seemed genuine and was 
an unusuaily good counterfeit, but handling 
soon gave it a greasy appearance, which 
made it easy of detection. 

While the detectives were at sea in the mat- 
tera newsboy notified. them he had been 
asked by a man whom he did not know to 
pass some of the money. That given to him 
was old and difficult to dispose of, and think- 
ing the men must know it was bad he reported 
the matter to the officers. The boy did not 
know the men, but, accompanied by De- 
tectives O’ Donnell and ©’ Malley, he was sent 
out to tind the men. After some search he 
saw one of the men on State street and 

inted him out to the officers. They fol- 

owed him for some time until they had se- 
cured enough evidenee to warrant them in 
making other arrests. 

At 10 o’clock last night the policemen set 
out to make their first prisoner. The man 
they wanted was Gus Stewart, who is thought 
to be the head of tho gang engaged in passing 
the money. He was the man pointed out to 


officers at State and Congress streets ut the 
entrance of the elevated railroad station. Ta 
ping the man on the shoulder the officers to 
him he was under arrest. But he determined 
not to be and darted down the street with 
the detectives after him. O'Malley was the 
fastest and soon caught up with Stewart. He 
seized him, but Stewart resisted fiercely, 
fighting for his liberty. O’Malley’s clothing 
was torn and his prisoner might have gotten 
away had not O’Donnell, who had been left 
behind in the race, came to the rescue. Be- 
tween the two officers Stewart was soon sub- 
dued and taken tothe nearest patrol box. 
There the wagon was summoned and the 
prisoner and his captors started for the City 
Hall, where he was locked up. No counter- 
feit money was found upon him. He had not 
been in his cell long. before the detectives 
were told that on his way to the station Stew- 
art had taken something from his pocxet and 
thrown it into a passing wagon. 

Again starting out the detectives found 
John, alias Red.“ Clark, one of the men 
whom they suspected, He was arrested and 
taken to the Central Station, where on being 
searched counterfeit money was found on 
bim as wel! as a set of well-made skeleton 
keys. He refused to explain how either the 
keys or the money came into his possession. 
A short time later a negro called ‘“‘ Snow- 
ball was arrested by Harrison street officers, 
and locked up, Heis also suspected of be- 
longing to the gang. 

After the three men were arrested O' Don- 
nell and O'Malley determined to search 
Stewart’s room in the Congress Hotel. In 
this they were well rewarded. There were 
several valises in the room. Some of them 
contained clothing, but two of them were 
filled with cigarse—1,500 in all—while others 
contained bottles of whisky and wine. A 


be the proceeds of a burglary in the saloon at 
No. 318 State street, directly under the hotel. 
The saloon was entered early Sunday morn- 
ing and its entire stock of cigars taken as 
well as an assortment of the best of the 
liquors. The police now attribute many of 
the recent burgiaries in the vicinity to the 
same gang. 4 

While they are confident that in the three 
men they have secured the persons who have 
been the leaders in disposing of the money, 
the police have been unable to find the moids 
used in the manufacture of the coins. Stew- 
art, they say, is the head of the entire gang, 
and manufactory is thought to be at 
Thirty-ninth and State streets, to which place 
Stewart was frequently shadowed.

NEW WILL IN THE FAIR OASE. 


‘Bonanza King’s E:tate Further Com- 
plicated by a Fresh Document. 

San Francisco, Cal., March 18.—The legal 
squabble over the $40,000,000 left by the 
bonanza king, James G. Fair, developed a 
fresh sensation today. What is purported to 
be a later will than the one previously offered 
for probate was introduced in the case. The 
will first produced was stolen from the 
County Clerk’s office and that the document 
might be probated Judge Slack ruled a 
certified copy of the will might be substituted. 
Upon the alleged will introduced today a 
bitter contest will hinge. This new 
document purports to be a holographic will. 
It is written in lead pencil on two sheets 
of legal cap paper. It was brought 
into court securely framed between two plates 
of glass and was presented by Reuben Lloyd, 
attorney ior Miss Virginia Fair and Mrs. Her- 
man Oelrichs of New York, daughters of the 
testator. The attorneys for Charies Fair, 
their brother, came into court with Mr. Lloyd 
and apparently approved the proceeding. 
There is no longer any doubt the three 
children have combined to fight for the pro- 
bate of this latest alleged will. Under its 
provisions the vast estate would be divided al- 
most equally among the two daughters and 
Charles, and the distribution would be made 
at once. Under the will previously offered 
for probate these children would get only the 
income from the estate during their term of 
life, and upon the death of all of them 
the estate would be divided into 
three equal parts, one part going to the 
children of Mra. Oelrichs, one part to the 
children of Virginia Fair, unless she dies 
without issue, when this share would revert to 
the children of Mrs. Oelrichs; and the re. 
maining one-third to the families of several 
brothers and sisters of the testator. Charles 
Fair’s.recent marr caused an estrange- 
ment between himself and his father and he 
was cut off with a life interest in the income 
of the estate. . His widow would receive 
nothing. In other respects the will first pro- 
duced and the will produced y are very 
similar. The attorneys for the executors 
under the first will iutimate very strongly 
that.they believe this alleged will to bea 
forgery. Further probate proceedings were 
continued until April 2.

THE TAX-EATERS’ REVENUE BILL. 

Some of the organs of the tax-eaters and the 
boodlers are wailing bitterly because the 
probabilities are that an intelligent General 
Assembly will have nothing to do with the 
robber revenue bill which has been drafted 
for the benefit of the predatory classes of the 
State, but more especially of Chicago. For 
‘‘where the carcass is there will the eagies 
be.“ Where the wealth is there will the plun- 
derers be. 
he Legislature is denounced, because in- 
stead of rushing through a measure for the 
plunder of the many for the benetit of a few, 
it discharges its duty to its constituents by 
referring it to committees to investigate and 
ascertain whether its provisions are such as 
the people will approve of. For daring to do 
this Senators and Representatives are de- 
nounced by the mouthpieces of gangs of rob- 
bers anxious to share in the plunder of the 
community. The men who are abused thus 
are entitled to the thanks of the taxpayers for 
standing between them and the noisome tax- 
eating birds of prey. 
The great object of this bill, over whose 
probable funeral its friends are so inconsol- 
able, is to provide for more money for the 
official salaried class, composed largely of 
persons who cannot or will not earn their 
own living and who think they ought to be 
supported by the public. Several millions 
are expended yearly in this city now by the 
taxpayers in feeding and clothing able-bodied 
paupers, but there is mot fodder enough in 
the manger for all who want to eat. What 
are so tew millions among so many, say the 
tax-eaters. Let us gather in twice as many. 
The earnings of the industrious, energetic, 
and enterprising business-men of Chicago 
can stand another squéeze.”’ 

They propose to get this additional money 
through a revenue bill. That is the only way 
they see of getting it. Thoy propose to tax 
everything once, and some thing: twice, tax- 


e ing the shadow as well as the substance and 


thus making the substance pay two taxes, 
Everything is to be assessed at its full cash 
value. 

In order to make simpletons think that 
though the assessment is higher taxation will 
be no heavier it is provided that the various 
statutory and constitutional rates of taxation 
shall be decreased. They propose to divide the 
present rates generally speaking by four. 
Where the city can levy now 2 per cent it will 
be allowed to levy one-half ot 1 percent. But 
the plan of tho scoundrels is to have a valua- 
tion which shall be at least eight times the 
present one, so that the amount of money 
raised by the taxation of real and personal 
préperty may be doubled. The limit on 
county taxation of the Constitution is 75 
cents on the hundred dollars. It is proposed 
for the benefit of the county boodlers to 
divide the rate by three and multiply the as- 
sessment by eight. At present on an assess- 
ment of $300,000,000 there can be raised 
$2,250,000. Ona an assessment of 2,400 
million dollars a tax of one-quarter of 1 per 
cent would produce six millions. 

The Tammany plan of plundering the com- 
munity is to have high assessments and a low 
tax rate. When Tammany Hall is accused of 
excessive taxation its answer is: See what 
a low tar rate we have. The Chicago Tam- 
manyites want to imitate the methods of their 
older brothers. They propose to juggle with 
the tax rates and the assessments, not merely 
to provide rations for the needy official 
classes, but also to meet the demands of the 
contractors, the speculators, and machine 
managers, who want to get rich speedily. 
They make provision in their bill for swelling 
the bonded debt of the city and county. _ 

The Constitution says that no municipality 
shall run in debt exceeding 5 per cent on the 
valuation. The tax-eaters’ revenue bill cuts 
the rate down to 2 per cent. The city assess 
ment now is $250,000,000. Five per cent 
on that is $12,500,000, so the city -which is 
in debt beyond that sum can contract no new 
indebtedness. But if the valuation were two 
billions and the limit 2 per cent the city could 
issue bonds to the amount of $40,000,000 


debtedness. The county could run up a debt 
of forty-eight millions. 

This revenue bill, whose virtues are so ex- 
tolled by the cormorants of the community 
and the cormorant press, would enable the 
combined boodlers of this city to collect 
twenty-five millions a year additional taxes, 
and to sell over twenty millions in bonds os- 
tensibly for publie improvements.“ How 
many millions would be stolen no one can tell. 
Such a damnable bill as this cannot be buried 
too soon or toodeep. Those members of the 
Legislature who are resisting the schemes of 


the forms of law deserve the thanks of all 
honest IIlinolsans. 


PAYING THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

The State Senate Wednesday refused to 
order the Wall bull to third reading. This 
bill, as amended in committee, provides for 
the payment to, members of the General As- 
sembly hereafter elected the sum of $1,000 
in lieu of the per diem under the present law. 
When the Constitution of 1870 was adopted 
there was considerable discussion as to the 
advisability of paying members of the Gen- 
era! Assembly by the day. At that time the 
population of Cook County was much smaller 
than now, and the conditions in this county 
more nearly those of the other counties in the 
State. However, opinion in regard to the 
matter even then was so much divided that 
although the Constitution provided for a per 
diem, it also provided that the Legislature 
might change the compensation at any time 
thereafter. Since the Constitution of 1870 
was formed the State of Illinois has grown so 
in population and its interests have extended 
to such an extent and modern ideas in legis- 
lation have become so urgent that it is highly 
important every possible reform looking to 
‘the improvement of the conditions under 
which the General Assembly works should 
receive the conscientious attention of 
the members. Our judiciary system 
has fallen behind the wants of the age, 
and the members of the General Assem- 
bly should be very careful that the legislative 
system does not likewise fall far behind the 
demands of the people. The main object of 
the Wall bili is to shorten the sessions, The 
General Assembly knows that the same 
amount of work can just as well be done in 
less time than five and one-half months, 


the mem bets throughout the State ought to 
have enough pride in the State to permit 
sending the best possible representatives from 
this county. There are a number of business- 
men ready to represent their constituencies 
at Springfield provided the time which they 
will be required to spend there is reasonable, 
Asit is now very fewmen in active. business 
life can afford to go to Springfield in January 
and remain there until the middle of June, 
particularly as adjournment comes so close 
to the summer vacation ‘period.

HOW WILL CHINA FAT 

There seems to be no room for doubt that 
Japan will exact from China a money indem- 
nity of not less than 250 million doflars and 
that the amount may be as much as 300 
millions, but opinions are divided as to 
whether the indemnity will have to be paid 
in gold or in silver. It is well known that 


— — 


both Japan and China are on a silver basis, 


which fact favors the idea that the payment 
will be made in silver, but it is not forgotten 
that Japan is a progressive country and has 
demonstrated this very fofcibly toits over- 
grown neighbor. The Japanese people have 
adopted toa very large extent the clothing 
and other habits of Western Europe as well 
as their war methods, and it hardly would be 
matter for much surprise if they. were to 
seize upon this opportunity to remadel their 
currency on a gold basis, as Germagy did in 
sequel to its war with France 4 quarter of a 
century ago. : 

How is the money to be procured, in either 
case? it is less than $1 per capita of the 
population, and it might be thought easy to 
raise it at home, as the French did for their 
payment to Germany. But China ig a miser- 
ably poor country by reason of never having 
developed its mineral resources, using no 
machinery or labor-saving inventions, build- 
ing no railroads, and making hardly any iron 
for any purpose. China is petrified. It 
seems not to have progressed a sifigie inch 
in the last three thousand years, The coun- 
try contains coins of gold and silyer and 
bullion, but itis a question how far either 
could be reached, an unfavorable response to 
the query being indicated by the fact that 
the government recently failed to effect a 
small domestic loan. The fact is that, hav- 
ing very few opportunities for investment 
and no faith in banks or the honesty of the 
government officials, the owners of gold or 
silver in China hide it away. They melt 
down the metal into slugs, which aré buried 
in places known only to the hiders, who thus 
can successfully evade attempts to extort 
their cash from them by the methods which 
arein vogue with the Oriental rulers, So, 
while it may be true that there gre large 
mounts of gold and siiver in China, the 
metal may not be available for public uses, 
even though demanded from the people un- 
der threats of severe punishment in the event 
of refusal, | 

Nor could China borrow the money abroad 
on faith.“ The money !enders of Europe 
and the United States have no more confi- 
dence in its mere pronsise than have the peo- 
ple of the Flowery Kingdom in the integrity of 
their rulers. The men applied to for a loan 


probably would insist upon China ‘ceding to 


them fora term of years its customs system, 
so that they could reimburse themselves to 
the amount of the principal and interest, 
after paying the expenses of collection. That 
would be onerous, for if the amount be reck- 
oned on the gold basis the 250 miilions is 
about five times the annual customs: revenue 
of China, which is, approximutely, 100 mill- 
ions paid in silver. It may be stated, for 
comparison, that the French indemnity of 
1,100 millions paid toGermany was about 
three times the annual income of France at 
that time. 

If the money were borrowed on these terms 
the Europeans in charge of the customs 
service might be expected to do something in 
the way of developing trade, for the purpose 
of increasing the revenue, and thus start a 
wave of civilized progress there. This would 
benefit the Chinese. But it is not owtside the 
bounds of possibility that Japan will insist on 
doing its own collecting, and thus take the 
money by installments without materially af. 
fecting the money markets of Amefica and 
Europe. Probably this solution of the prob- 
lem would be the best ultimately. The con- 
quered ones hardly could suffer more injustice 
under such an arrangement than they now 
endure, and the resulting development of civ- 
ilization among them would more than com- 
pensate for any mischief that would be done 
by the Japanese while overrunning and mod- 
ernizing the whole Celestial Kingdom. 
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A bill is pending in the German Reichstag 
to im pose an enormous increase of duty upon 
refined cotton-seed oil. The present duty of 
four marks is to be increased - to ten, wile 
that on crude oil is to remain at four marks, 
Of course the elfect would be to prohibit the 
importation of the refined oil, and undoubt- 
edly this is the intention of those who have 
introduced the measure, which they believe 
will become a law. That it 1s expected by

The discrimination, if made, will not work 
much harm in the United States. This coun- 
try is the only natural source of supply, 
though some others are shipping moderate 
quantities of a cotton-seed oil which does not 
compare with ours except at a great disad- 
vantage. Hence it is fair to presume that the 
total quantity sold from the United States to 
Germany will not be reduced below its pres- 
ent volume, and the chief effect here will be 
the discharge of a few hands who work in the 
refineries, There are some by-producta, the 
principal one of which is soap stock, some of 
it being understood to be used by German 
manufacturers. But altogether it looks as if 
the Germans would lose much more than our- 
selves by the passage of the bill. 


THE VENEZUELAN BOUNDARY QUESTION 

Venezuela has been having its hands dan- 
gerously full with Great Britain over the 
vexed boundary question, but there is now 
hope that the latter will give its consent to 
the request for arbitration, which has been 
presented by our Minister, Mr. Bayard. The 
question at issue is one which properly may 
be submitted to arbitration, The two-prin- 
cipals never can settle it, but an outside party 
may be relied upon to decide the matter with 
impartiality. 

The quarrel, as it stands at present, is a 
dangerous one, England proposes to annex 
an area of 60,000 square miles to British 
Guiana, lying in the basin of the Orinoco. 
Venezuela lays claim to this area under a 
boundary treaty concluded in 1648 , bet ween 
Spain and the Dutch United Provinces and 
reaffirmed many times since. Venezuela and 
Great Britain are the inheritors of these 
rights. The Venezuelan claim is hampered 
for the reason that the Constitution forbids 
the Caracas Government to dismember na- 
tional territory. The situation is thus stated 
by the New York Sun: 


The British Foreign Office has stubbornly re- 
fused to adopt the sole rational and peaceable 
expedient—namely: a reference of the contro- 
versy to arbitrators. The calculated and inevit- 
able effect of such a refusal will be to drive Ven- 
ezuela into a defensive and unequal war, which 
England would expect to make the pretext for a 
still more grievous mutilation of the South 
American republic, In other words, England en- 
tertains the hope of applying to the fairest por- 
tion of South America the scheme of conquest by 
alternate strokes of fraud and force, whereby 
she has made herself the mistress of India and 
of Burmah. , 

The United States under the Monroe doc- 
trine could not look on complacently at such 
an absorption of Venezuelan territory. 
Whether Great Britain refuses or not to sub- 
mit the question to arbitration the United 
States could not do less than make the request. 
The Monroe 
point. It says: 

We should consider any attempt on the part of 
foreign powers to extend their system to any 
portion of this hemisphere as dangerous to our 
peace and safety. Wecould not view any inter- 
position for the purpose of Oppressing govern- 
ments on this side of the Atlantic. whose inde- 
pendence we had acknowledged, or of controlling 
in any manner their destiny by any European 
power, in any other light than as a manifestation 
of an unfriendly disposition toward the United 
States. ’ 

There seems to be a general impression in 
Washington that Great Britain will consent 
to arbitrate. In that case the problem will 
be solved as it should be, If she does not 
consent, then the United States Government 
either must come to the help of Venezuela or 
it must sit idly by and remain indifferent to 
the declaration of the Monroe doctrine, by 
which the policy of this government has al- 
ways been determined whenever the rights of 
an American government bave been threat- 
ened by Europe. Much, therefore, hangs 
upon Great Britain’s reply to our request. 
If it is refused it will be tantamount to say- 
ing that the Venezuelan boundary question is 
none of our business. But the Monroe policy 
makes it our business. What, then, shall we 
do? Evidently there is a possibility that the 
administration may be called upon for the 
vigorous display of a foreign policy, not 
towards a weak little power like Spain, but 
towards one of the great, if not the greatest, 
power on earth, 


MILK FROM TUBERCULOUS COWS, 

Some eight years ago the trustees of the 
Massachusetts Society for Promoting Agri- 
culture established an experiment station in 
Boston to study the dangers to human life 
and health arising from the food products of 
cattle. The committee appointed by them 
has published the results of a series of micro- 
scopic examinations of the mitk from tuber- 
culous cows, thé udders of which were appar- 
ently healthy. and of feeding experiments 
with such milk. The following is a summary 
of conclusions arrived at: Bovine tuberculosis 
is quite a common disease, particularly 
among the daity herds of ‘the East. and the 
time is not far distant when action must be 
taken to prevent its spread among cattle, as 
well as to protect consumers from the use of 
tuberculous beef and dairy products. While 
the tranemission of tuberculosis by milk is 
probably not the most important means by 
which the disease ie propagated it is some- 
thing that should be carefully guarded against. 
The possibility of milk tuberculous ud- 
ders containing the infectious element is un- 
deniable. It is equally uadeniable that milk 
from diseased «cows having no appreciable 
lesion of the udder not infrequently contains 
the bacillus of the disease. Therefore all 
such milk should be condemned and not al- 
lowed to be used for huinan food. 

The report contains a mass of statistics, in- 
cluding the results of examinations of cattle 
in other countries, and this important state- 
ment by the official inspector at the Brighton 
abattoir, near Boston: Tuberculosis exists to 
a much less extent among Eastern cattle than 
among animals in the populous centers of 
most European countries, and among West- 
ern bullocks it has almost no existence what- 
ever, this class of animals representing about 
two-thirds of our cattle population. A study 
of the ages of 1,125 tuberculous cattle 
killed at Munich (Bavaria) also shows that 
the disease is more common in cows over six 
years old than in any other class of neat 
stock. This is believed to be due to the fact 
that, living longer, they have a longer time in 
which to acquire the disease, that their sys- 
tems are depleted by giving immense quanti- 
ties of milk, and that their hygienic surround- 
ings are generally bad, as they are kept in 
hot. badly ventilated, crowded, and often 
dirty stables, and deprived of the fresh air 
and healthful exercise accorded to other cat- 
tle. This ig practically the case with the 
cows kept in dairies surroundmg large towns 
and cities, and it ie among them that tuber- 
culosis causes the greatest havoc, while the 
rest of the bovine population is compara- 
tively free from it. 11 

The latter consideration may be commend- 
ed to attention by those who are agitating the 
subject of swill feeding to cattle in State. 
It might be worth while to inquire into the 
association of swill feeding with close contine- 
ment of the animals, with especial reference 
to the fact that the use of swill tends to a gon- 
eentration which otherwise would not be 
deemed desirable, thus injuriously affecting 
the health of the milk-giving cattle by shut- 
ting them out from exercise, as well as by the 
character of the food. In the case

THE BILL TO TAX INHERITANCES. 

Senator Coon hus introduced a bill to pro- 
vide additional revenue for the State by the 
taxation of inheritances. Such a tax has 
existed for very many years in Great Britain 
and fora few years in New York. 

The framer of the bill has observed the dis- 
tinction made elsewhere—and it is a just one 
between the different classes of heirs or 
legatees. The first of the three classes em- 
braces father, mother, husband, wife, child, 
brother, sister, wife or widow of the son, or 
husband of the daughter, or adopted children, 
or any legitimate lineal descendant. Thesec- 
ond class covers uncle, aunt, niece, nephew, 
or any of their lineal deecendants. The third 
covers all other persons, whether remoter rel- 
atives or persons who are not of kin. 

Where an estate goes to a person or persons 
of the first class no tax is levied if the total 
amount is under $10,000, but should it be 
larger the tax is levied only on the excess of 
$10,000 received by each person at the rate 
of 1 percent. This is the English rate, but 
the exemption there is only $500 for a total 
estate or $100 for each share. 

Where an estate is divided emong persons 
of the second class the tax is 2 per cent on all 
the excess above $2,000 in each case. This 
is much less than the English rate. For the 
third class the rate is 3 per cent on estates be- 
tween $500 and $10,000, 4 per cent up to 
$20,000, 5 percent up to $50,000, and 6 
per cent above that. All bequests for relig- 
ious, educational, or other purposes fall under 
this third category, and therefore, should this 
bill pass, persons who wish to be generous to 
institutions of that kind should give their 
money away during their lifetimes, 
giish rate for estates of the third class is 10 
per cent. 

Life estates or estates for a term of years 
are not taxed, but the property must be ap- 
praised at what was the fair market value 
at the death of the decedent, and after de- 
ducting the value of the life estate the tax 
on the remainder becomes immediate.y due 
and payable and remains a lien till paid. In 
order to hasten the settlement of estates it is 
provided that the taxes become due and paya- 
ble at the death of the decedent and shall pay 
interest at the rate of 6 per cent, but if a tax 
is paid within six months from the date it 
accrued a discount of 5 per cent is allowed. 

There are other provisions of the bill setting 
forth the manner in which the value of es- 
tates shall be determined, and the duties of 
executors, administrators, ete., but the only 
ones which will interest the people are those 
fixing the rates of taxation, the classification 
of heirs or legatees, and the exemptions. 

The tendency of taxation is in the direction 
of Senator Coon’s bill. It is admitted that a 
tax can be collected with greater ease and 
with less individual hardship just after the 
death of the owner of the estate than at any 
other time, It is true thatit may be evaded 
like any other tax. Itisin the power of a 
property-owner to put his estate or the bulk 
of it out of his hands during his life time and 
thus to be his own executor. But most men, 
especially when carrying on a large business, 
would prefer not to exercise this power and 
to hold on to their wealth to the end. When 
a person has no children and no very near 
and dear relatives he will not take a keen 
enough interest in the welfare of remote re- 
lations to give them their shares in advance 
so they may escape a tax. 

As for the distinction made between 
parents, children, brothers, and sisters on the 
one side and uncles, aunts, nephews, and 
nieces on the other it needs no defense. The 
members of a man’s own immediate family 
may be said to havea natural right to his 
property. Others may be said to have only a 
legal right to it. {tis proper, therefore, that 
the latter should be taxed more heavily. So 
really the question for the members 
of the Legislature to determine is 

whether the tax on the inheritances 
of persons of the first class, who, as a general 
rule, will be the beneficiaries, is too heavy. 
While there will be occasional exceptions 
most of the property of the State will pass 
from the hands of decedents into those of 
children or wives. 

The tax on an estate of $30,000 divided 
among three children would be nil, for the 
$10,000 exemption would let each of them 
out. If an estate of $60,000 were to be 
divided between three children, each of them 
would paya tax of $100, which cannot be 
called excessive. The question may be raised, 
however, whether the exemption is not exces- 
sive in inheritances of the first class. That 
very small estates should pay nothing will be 
admitted, just as very small incomes should 
pay no income tax. If a husband dies leav- 
ing his wife four or five hundred dollars’ worth 
of furniture she ought not to pay a gax on 
it. The $10,000 exemption is rather large 
and may be attacked as violative of the rule 
of equality of taxation. 

Furthermore it will tend to limit greatly 
the amdunt of money which the State will get 
from an inheritance tax. Senator Coon does 
not seem to have collected any statistics on 
the subject, but the probabilities are that gen- 
erally property in this State is divided on the 
death of a decedent among persons of the 
first clase, and that their portions, as a rule, 
do not exceed $10,000. In New York this 
tax produces about $3,000,000, but that is a 
much wealthier State than this. 

Senator Coon’s bill is one deserving of the 
thoughtful consideration of the members of 
the Legislature. Its novelty as far as Illinois 
is concerned should neither repel nor attract 
them, but they should discuse the subject with 
their constituents, and be governed by their 
views. As it will not apply often to the coun- 
try people, and will tend to lessen the State 
tax on their property, it is quite probable that 
they will be in favor of it. 


A Denver publication says that during last 
January twenty-seven corporations engaged 
in gold and silver mining in the Rocky Moun- 
tain region paid $788,000 in dividends to 
their stockholders. It adds that statistics 
made public at a recent meetmg of the Exec- 
utive committee of the Miners’ Association 
show that the average result of one man’s ef- 
fort engaged in the labor of mining is nearly 
four times the average result of one man’s 
labor in agriculture and horticulture in the 
United States, and that the figures show the 
average profit of one dollar legitimately made 
in gold mining to be more than eighteen 
times as much as it is on a dollar invested in 
agricultural pursuits in this country. The 
statement is presented as one to be pondered 
over by men who have money that they wish 
to invest in a profitable business. But it may 
well be “pondered over” by others who may 
have been misied by complaints that the min- 
ing of the precious metals does not pay.

ment the Hawaiian Consul at San Francisco 
has instituted proceedings against the schoon- 
er Wahlberg, of which Capt, Martin is master, 
as a result of the transfer ef arms from that 
vessel to the revolutionists at Honolulu. 
Judge-Advocate W. A. Kenney of the military 
court which tried the ex-Queen and the other 
adherents of royalty has arrived in this coun- 
try, accompanied by Messrs. Townsend and 
Warren, both of whom were witnesses before 
the recent Hawaiian tribunal. It is from tes- 
timony given by the two last named persons 
that the Hawaiian Republic expects to prove 
the delivery of the arms and other munitions 
of war by Capt. Martin to the Englishman, 
Rickard, and other royalists, who conveyed 
them ashore and hid them in the garden of 
the ex-Queen’s residence. 

Action is to be taken against the vessel on 
the ground that its master knew all that was 
going on and connived at the transaction upon 
the promise of $1,000. It has since trans- 
pired, however, that he only received $20 for 
the risks he ran in this enterprise, and he will 
not be permitted to land cargoes of any kind 
at Hawaiian portsin the future, even if he 
gets off from a sentence by the United States 
courts. These witnesses, Warren and Town- 
send. were sent to the United States in charge 
of Judge Advocate Kenney with the distinct 
understanding that if they testified to the 
same facts in this country that they did in 
Hawaii they would be exempted from prose- 
cution by the young republic in the Pacific.

Key West, Fla., March 18.—A letter has 
been received here from Cuba saying the 
Spanish gunboat Alcede fired upon and sunk 
a supposed American schvoner off Puerto 
Padre with sixteen people on board, It is 
rumored that the schooner was from Key 
West.

of fruit with sixteen men had to pass Puerto 
Padre, and may have been the vessel in queg- 
tion. The schooners Louise Hastings and 
Lillie also sailed for fruit several days ago. 
but neither had sixteen men in its crew. 

Tho latest news from Cuba is that the gov- 
ernment has captured a schooner loaded with 
arms and ammunition at Havana which was 
to go to Santiago de Cuba, At Santa Clara 
several rifles were captured hidden away in 
fields.

NATIONAL BANK OF KANSAS OITY 
GOES TO THE WALL. 


It Has Been ina Crippled Condition Since 
a Previous Suspension and a Succession 
of Heavy Withdrawals of Deposits 
Reaching a Climax Saturday Proves lis 
Death BlowePresident Chick Ssyse It 
Wilt Pay Dollar for Dollar in Time 
Other Binks Not Be Affected Seriously. 


Kansas Cirv. Mo., March 18.—With assets 
estimated at $1,880,000 and liabilities of 
$1,050,000 the National Bank of Kansas 
City, at Fifth and Delaware streets, suspended 


this morning and will liquidate and go out of 
business, 


At the usual hour of opening the bank, 
9:30 o'clock, this morning the followmg 
notices were posted on the door: 

To depositors: The directors and stockholders 


of this bank have decided to di ‘ 
ness. All deposits will be paid in eo —

These andouncements caused no excite. 
ment. Asmall crowd gathered about the 
bank, but it soon dwindled away to a half 
dozen loungers. Since the publication of the 
bank's statement March 5 depositors have 
been withdrawing their deposits, and Satur- 
day evening it was apparent to the-officers of 
the bank they could not carry on the business 
through today unless the Clearing-House As- 
sociation came to their assistance with a loan. 
A — of the Clearing- House Association 
was called for yesterday which was attended 
vy the directors of the National Bank of 

ansas City. President Chick said: 

Saturday we paid out over $60,000, and 
saw that we gone not moot the demand this 
morning unless somethi was done, We 
needed about $600,000 ry put us in good 
standing. Some of the banks were anxious 
to help us, but the feeling was not general 
and we consequently declined the assistance. 
The Bank of Commerce offered to help us, 
but we decided to suspend so as to pay all de- 
positors alike and so no one person will have 
an advantage, Every depositor will be paid 
in full, and no one will lose a cent. We will 
endeavor to hita settlement just as soon as 
possible.“ 

A prominent member of the Kansas City 
Clearing-house Association said. The prob- 
able assets of the bank are close to 52.600. 
000, but owing to the fact that much of this is 
represented by boom paper and real estate it 
will be slow for collection, In fact the clos. 
ing of the bank can bardly be termed a failure. 
but simply a gradual! dying out. There is little 
doubt that the depositors will receive dollar 
for dollar with interest for their money, 
although it may be some time before they will 
get their pay.“ 

The current opinion expressed among bank- 
ers and other men who have information in 
the matter fixes the amount that will be 
realized by stockholders at from 25 to 40 per 
cent of their holdings of stock. The principal 
stockholdeis were in the directory. 

Cashier W. A. Rule of the Bank of Com- 
merce said telegrams had been sent out by his 
bank to the country banks which have — 
customers of the National Bank of Kansas 
City, informing them all drafts on the sus- 
pended bank would be honored by tne Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce. Cashier Rule is 
also notifying the wholesale merchauts of this 
city that his bank wili honor their checks if 
they so desire, In this way there will be no 
inconvenience to the merchants or depositors 
of the National Bank of Kansas City. 

At the other banks the suspension was re- 
garded asan unfortunate affair which will 
have no direct effect except to increase the 
business of all the other banks. In banking 
circles the weakened condition of the bank 
had been known for a long time, and the ac- 
tion of the directors in deciding on suspen- 
sion was no surprise, There were no indica- 
tions of a run at any other institution. 

The following figures show the gradual fall 
ing off in the bank’s business since the panic 
of 1893: July 12, 1893, the totai deposits 
were $1,990,000; Feb. 29, 1894, $1,777.- 
000; March 5, 1894, $990,000. The cash 
on hand yesterday was $200,000. 

The bank is the oldest financial institution 
in the city, having been established by J. H. 
& W. H. Chick before the war. Until the 
panic of 1893 it was ranked as one of the 
strongest banks in the West. In July, 1893, 
it succumbed to a run and temporarily closed 
its doors. Although the capital was reduced 
and the stockholders paid in a 50 per cent 
assessment in the reorganization the institu- 
tion has never recovered from the blow it re- 
ceived at that time and its suspension now is 
directly attributed to that suspension. 

Wasuinetonr, D. C., March 18,—The Con- 
troller of the Currency today received a tele. 
gram aunouncing the suspension of the 
National Bank of Kansas City. Bank Ex- 
aminer G. W. Galbreath was immediately ap- 
pointed temporary receiver. The capital 
stock of this bank is $1,000,000, with assets 
at their face value amounting to nearly 
$2,000,000, of which $170,000 is in cash in 
hand and due from other banks. The liabil- 
ities are estimated at $1,084,000. This bank 
suspended in 1893 and subsequently re- 
opened, but it is said that owing to the con- 
tinued hard times it has never been able to 
recover from the losses incident to the panic. 


EXPECTS TO PAY DOLLAR FOR DOLLAR, 


Wood Harvester Company's Mansger As- 
sorts the Company Is Solvent.

** Disregarding this understanding and be- 
fore the note was due the National Bank of 
the Republic caused judgment to be entered 
upon the note in Chicago without any 
notice to the company that any such move 
was contemplated. 1 am informed by 
our attorneys that the judgment is illegal and 
can be set aside, and the company has al- 
ready instituted proceedings in Chicago 
for that purpose.

Take All the Furnishings Away and Put 
Them in a Storage Warebouse to Satisfy 
a Small Judgment Note- Even the Pict- 
tire of dee Patron Is Dumped Into the 
Moving Van=The Club’s Origin end the 
Causes Said to Have Led to the Sum- 
mary Action=Other Local News.

Itisis said that Ora Chapin, 
collector of the club and Judge Carter’s pri- 
vate secretary, was an active worker for 
Wahl. and the defeat of the Henderson fac- 
tion was credited up to him. 

The club was organized two or three years 
ago, the charter members being Judge O. N.

REAL ESTATE BOARD MEN DISOUSS 
THE TORRENS BILL. 


Louis A. Seeberger Tells of the Work 
Done by Members of the Board with 
the Legislators at Springfield and 
Speaks of the Benefits Which Would 
Follow Its Becoming a Law-Other 
Members at the Banquet Discuss Other 
Needed Reforms. : 


Members of the Chicago Real Estate Board 
spent four hours last night in Hotel Richelieu 
considering the work of the board before the 
State Legisiature, where the board has several 
important bills Bending. The committee 
which went to Springfield to work for their 
advancement told of the chances of | passage. 
It was the twenty-second informal dinner of 
the board. Marvin W. Farr presided. Thirty 
members were present. Louis A. Seeberger, 
who was especially active in promoting the 
Torrens bill, was the first speaker. 

On the Torrens Bill 

He said in part: 

We all know in general terms that the Tor- 
rens bill provides a safe system of public land 
registry, by which the transfer of realty is 
mzde as simple and easy as that of stock cer- 
tificates, and by which the need of all ab- 
stracts and all titles examinations 
will in time be done away with; 
that the sjstem has been 
tried in other countries and found 
simple in operation and satisfactory; that the 
proposed bill faithfully and fully protects all 
rights. Under this system there will be no 
more deluy in the tranafer of a lot than in the 
case of a block of stocks or a horse; money 
can be borrowed on certificates of title to 
real estate with the same ease as oh govern- 
ment bonds; there can be no squatter sover- 
eignty, no secret liens, and real estate will be 
a quick asset. Such a system is im the interest 
of every’ one who will ever be a buyer or 
seller of real property. 

The Torrens biil has been introduced in 
both the House and the Senate. It has been 
favorably reported upon in the Senate, where 
it will soon come up on second reading. Our 
committee is informed and feels saf2 in stat- 
ing that the bill is practically assured of pas, 


sage in the Senate, and itis hoped that this 


will be accomplished within this week. In 
the same time a hearing will be had before 
the House Judiciary committee. it is be- 
lieved that the committee will report the bill 
favorably and the chances of its passage by 
the House can be regarded as encouraging. 

It may be regarded as significant that the 
abstract companies and the leading lawyers 
in the employ of these institutions admit that 
the Torrens law had got to come and that 
they see no use of further opposition. The 
Chicago Real Estate Board stands committed 
to the Torrens bill, and with the same earnest- 
ness with which we have chempioned it in the 
past must the fight going on at Springfield be 
maintained, 


‘ On Revenue Reform. 


J. B. Galloway spoke of Revenue Re- 
form,“ and said the subject was a ‘trifle too 
large fora ten-minutes’ talk. He doubted 
whether members of the board would fe 
through the objections to the Littler bill. He 
thougnt it now a dead issue. For some reason 
the country legislators could not be induced 
to believe that any effort by Cook 
County for equitable taxation did not mean 
the county was trying to dodge its share of 
State taxation. The present method of taxa- 
tion as applied to Chicago was out of date and 
absurd. A change in the law was needed to 

revent unfair and unjust assessments. 
f honest Assessors could be elected it wouid 
be possible to secure fair assessments on cash 
value. The bil! which the Real Estate Board 
has indorsed has been introduced. It is 
framed on the theory that we are being as- 
sessed on one-eighth value. As a matter of 
fact the Assessor varies from one-tenth, one- 
twentieth to one-third. 

Value of the Bill, 

He continued: , 

The value of this bill is that when you go to 
the Assessor and give the cash value of your 
property you can demand that you be assessed 
one-eighth. We assume that all taxpayers are in 
favor of fair assessments. The trouble is that a 
taxpayer doesn’t know when he is going to be 
overassessed, This is what we want to remedy, 
but I don't kgow how a committee can go to 
Springfield without being subjected te suspicion, 
But I believe if there were a fixed assé¢ssment of 
one-cigth all classes would be honest. 

Our bill presents the great feature—a super- 
visor of assessments. His office is to be open all 
the year around and .an appeal to the County 
Board is provided for. The Littler bill has no 
such provision. It makes appeal to the courts 
and you know what that means. If we can have 
a civil service law perhaps we can have more 
nearly honest assessments. 5 

The next speaker, A. E. G. Goodridge, 
spoke on Property Valuation.” He said 
the air was full of reform, but there was lack 
of consideration as to what it all meant. The 
causes of the abuses which exist in New York 
and Chicago might be found centuries back, 
and the speaker reviewed the history of taxa- 
tion. The time had come, he said, for 
equitable taxation and better representation. 
The great prineiple in taxation was the proper 
distribution of thatcollected. This, however, 
could not be expected from unfit represen ta- 
tives. He continued: 

There is no doubt vast sums of money are ex- 
pended to secure the enactment of legislation for 
the robbery of the people. If we in Chicago 
could push back the curtain of the City Council 
we would be appalled at revelation. But 
what can we expect of men whose gervices are 
worth only $156 ayear. What we should do is 
to give Aldermen a salary of $5,000 a year. Then 
hold them to strict account, and if they go 
wrong give them twenty yearsin the peniten- 


tiary. 

One fallacy existing in Chicago is the belief 
that the present generation should assume the 
burden of taxation for improvements that will 
benefit future generations. Let us issue bonds 
running fifty years, and let the taxpayers who 
come after us assume their share of the payment 
for improvements. 

An Experience. 


Mr. Goodridge then recited his experience 
with a South Town Assessor, who valued a 
piece of property at over $40,000 when it 
was worth only $23,000. When the owner 
offered to make an affidavit to substantiate 
the itemized statement of the architect as to 
value of the property he was told that affi- 
davits were cheap and any man would make 
one to reduce his taxes. The speaker next re- 
ferred to valuations. He said there were two 
kinds of values, real and speculative. Only 
the man who had seen Chicago grow and ex- 
pand could appreciate the real vaiue of prop- 
erty. The subdivision boomer was the per- 
son who could not be relied upon for fair val- 
uations. | 

Speaking of work at Springfield the Speaker 
called attention to the necessity of going at it 
in a practicable way. In the first piace a bill 
should contain reasonable provisions and 
then before doing anything else the legisia- 
tive committee shoula be labored with in 
order to secure its proper presentation. The 
speaker also advocated doing one thing at a 
time in the matter of reforms. 


Collection of Rents. 


Washington Porter spoke of the difficulty of 
collecting rents from tenants who sought 
evasion of payments. He said when a tenant 
refused to pay his rent the property-owner 
might give him five day’s notice. The case 
would be taken on an appeal from a justice 
court to a higher court and next to a 
still higher court and as a re- 
sult the rent might not be paid for 
for several years. In ihe meantime the State 
would demand its taxes. What Mr. Porter 
wanted was that the tenant should give a 
bond on his property that should be acknowl- 
K as a lien on his property. There was a 
bill pending in the Legislature intended to

ELKS HAVE A QUIET SESSION. 


Waring Factions Decide That the Order 
Should Live in Peace. 

Harmony characterized the meeting of Elks 
at the Auditorium yesterday. Sixty-seven 
lodges were represented, and the object of the 
session was to arrive at a compromise meas- 
ure that would result in the reuniting of the 
two factions and the neutral body. E. M. 
Bartlett of Omaha presided aud William A. 
Atkinson of Erie, Pa., and W. R. Mehaffy 
of Lima, O., acted as Secretaries. The 
trouble in the Order of Elks arose 
in June, 1893, when the annual con- 
vention was held at Detroit. At that 
time A. A. Apperly of Louisville was elected 
Grand Exalted Ruler and considerable dis- 
cussion argse as to the next place for holding 
the meeting of the Grand Lodge. The mat- 
ter was referred to the Grand Trustees and 
they decided to hold the meeting at Atlantic 
City. Mr. Apperly contended that the Grand 
Lodge could not delegate such power to the 
Grand Trustees, and at his call a special ses- 
sion of the Grand Lodge was held at Detroit. 
At that meeting the Grand Trustees were ex- 
pelled. The Grand Lodge then called a con- 
vention for Jamestown, N. V., and the result 
was there were two Grand Lodges last year. 
Fifty per cent of the lodges adhered to the At- 
lantic City faction and 20 per cent remained 
neutral. The othera sided with the James- 
town set and the Omaha lodge concluded that 
a meeting in Chicago would be a good meuns 
of healing the widening breach. Treasurer 
W. F. Bochel holds $3,000 of the lodge’s 
funds and refuses to recognize either side 
until the differences are adjusted. The pre- 
vailing sentiment at yesterday's meeting was 
in favor of reconciliation. The only definite 
action that was taken was the passage of a 
resolution declaring that the lodges of the Be- 
nevolent and Protective Order of Elks are op- 
posed to strife and disputes. Pedce and har- 
mony could not be restored, it was said. by 
recourse to the courts and immediate reunion 
was urged. In order to accomplish this it 
was suggested that a convention be called for 
May 20 at New York, where the officers of 
both factions be asked to tesign and their suc- 
cessors be elected. 


GENERAL AS3ENT SEEMS PROBABLE. 


Lake Street “L” Affairs Are Rapidly As- 
suming Shape. 

The forms of the new income and debenture 
bonds of the Lake Street L. were sent 
to the engravers yesterday afternoon. It was 
announced that since it became known that 
holders of $4,000,000 of the bonds had 
signed the agreement to scale assents were 
coming in faster than before. Insiders pre- 
dicted there would be a general consent to 
the plan, and that from present ap- 
pearances only a small percentage of 
the bonds would be withheld when the last 
date set for receiving deposits was reached. 
The bondholders will receive the new 
debentures and income bonds as 
rapidly as possible. It was said 
by an insider in the Yerkes crowd 
that hard work had been done by that interest 
to accomplish the results achieved so far. 
„»The Yerkes crowd will have to go down into 
its pockets to meet the deficit on the reorgan- 
ized bonded indebtedness, which it is figured 
will exist until the business of the road im- 
proves,“ said he. That interest’s holding is 
in the stock of the company. It owns but 
few boads. The company’s prospects give no 
promise of dividends on the stock for a long 
time to come, but it is to the advantage of 
the Yerkes party to push the reorganizahon 
scheme through, even though it will have to 
take care of the interest to a considerable ex- 
tent. The advantage is simply that but for 
the stock it controls the line might otherwise 
be in the hands of competitors.”’

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GAS TRUST’S NEW FOE. 


OITIZENS’ 00-OPERATIVE COMPANY 
FILES ITS OHARTER, 


Offers to Furnish the Illuminant for 75 
Cents per Thousand Feet to Citizeus 
and 65 Cents to the City-Win Give the 
City Its Plant at the End of Fifty Years 
Sas Companies Tell the City There 
Is No Law Governing the Quality of 
Gas It Shall Furnish Consumers. 

The Citizens’ Codperative Gas company 
filed its charter with the County Recorder 
yesterday and had an ordinance granting it a 
franchise prepared for introduction. 
ordinance was to have been introduced in the 
Council last night by Ald. Marrenner. Accord- 
ing to the provisions of this ordinance the 
company offers to furnish gas at 75 cents per 
1,000 cubic feet to the public and 10 cents 
cheaper to the city. It agrees to lay ifs mains 
in the alleys and at the end of fifty years it 
will give its plant to the city. 

The company is incorporated with a capital 
stock of $15,000,000. The number of shares 
is 1.500.000, at $10 each. The charter is 
signed by A. H. Dunham, J. F. Claddo, and 
H. A. Forsyth. Ten shares each are in the 
names of Dunham and Forsyth and the bal- 
ance are put to the name of Mr. Claddo. 

The preamble to the ordinance recites that 
the city is compelled to buy its gas from a 
monopoly, which, in turn, is owned by an- 
other monopoly (referring to the Standard 
Oil company), which exacts a high price for 
its gas so as to pay dividends on watered 
stock, whereas the Citizens’ Codperative Gas 
company is described as a corporation owned 
and controlled by gas consumers. | 

Terms of the Ordinance, 

The terms of the ordinance give the right 
to this company to “construct, repair, main- 
tain, and operate gas works within the City of 
Chicago, together with the right-of-way along, 
upon, and under all alleys, avenues, streets, 
and public places, and under the Chicago 
River and its branches (though it is expressly 
understood that the alleys only are to be 
used as far as practicable) for the purpose of 
placing, operating, repairing, and maintain- 
ing one or more lines of gas pipes and mains 
and all necessary feeders and service pipes in 
connection therewith for lighting, heat, and 
fuel purposes. 

All excavations between Twelfth street, the 
river, and the lake are to be made between 
the hours of 10 p. m. and 6 a. m., 80 as to 
keep thé streets passable between the hours 
of 6 a. m. and 10 p. m. Within sixty days of 
the acceptance of the ordinance the company 
must deposit in cash or approved bonds 
$100,000 to insure the fulfillment of all re- 
quirements, and to insure the proper condi- 


tion of the streets $25,000 must be deposited 


with the Department of Public Works. The 
company is to have ninety days in which to 
accept the ordinance after it is passed. 

The quality of the gas is to be not less than 
twenty-two candle power for water gas or 
fourteen candle power for coal gas. The 
maximum price is to be 75 cents per thou- 
sand cubic feet to consumers and 65 cents to 
the city. Street lamps are to be lighted for 
$14 a year. The company must expend 
$250,000 the first year and within three years 
must have expended $2,000,000. 


Cannot Enter Any Combination. 


The company cannot at any time lease, 
‘sell, transfer, or assign the rights and priv- 
ileges granted under the ordinance to any 
other person or corporation, nor enter into 
any combination with any other person, trust, 
corporation, or company heretofore existing 
or hereafter created concerning the price to 
be charged for gas; nor can the company 
make any consolidation, transfer, or combi- 
nation of the territory, streets, or avenues of 
the city with any other corporation, person, 
company, or trust; nor can the company 
purchase the franchise or license of any other 
concern engaged in the manufacture and sale 
of gas in the City of Chicago without permis- 
sion of the Council. 

The franchise ie for fifty years and is 
granted on condition that at the end of fifty 
years the Citizens’ Codperative Gas company 
is to transfer and convey to the City of Chi- 
cago free of all indebtedness the entire gas 
plant together with all the appurtenances and 
equipments. The scheme of the company as 
given by J. F. Claddo, who holds nearly all 
the stock in the trust, is to sell shares to a 
large number of consumers. 

We expect to have 75,000 stockholders, 
he said, each holding a few shares. This 
will insure a large patronage and guarantee 
the continuance of an independent tempetitor 
of the trust. The undertaking is largely 
backed by merchants. The names of the 
backers will be made known at an early day. 


GAS TRUST HAS THE UPPER HAND, 


Tells the City There Is No Law Governing 


the Quality of Gas. 

The gas companies last night presented to 
the City Council a reply to the resolution in- 
troduced in the Council last Monday night in 
which it was denied that the quality of the gas 
they furnish the city and private consumers 
was of a less quality than twenty-four candle. 
power, They say the city has no contract 
with them covering the subject. In the ab- 
sence of an agreement there remains the or- 
dinances of the several companies included 
in the trust, which require only sixteen candle- 
power. The reply was formulated in the 
shape of an opinion by their attorneys, Win- 
ston & Meagher, who say the contract entered 
into in 1891 was binding only for that year; 
that so far as it applied to subsequent years it 
was only an option which the city might exer- 
cise if it chose. 

The city, they say, did not avail’ itself of 
this option and no contract was made. Gas 
was furnished the city under an implied con- 
tract, which the city does not live up to and 
hence was not binding on the trust. If the 
city wants any redress in the premises the 
only way to get it, the lawers say, is to em- 
body in a legal contract all the provisions 
necessary for the protection of the munici- 
pality. As it stands now, the city is in the 
position of having such an important matter 
as street lighting unprotected by contract. If 
the city did not enter into a contract with the 
gas companies their attorneys advise shutting 
off the gas from the street lamps. The reply 
recites that the price of $22 lamp is 
reduced to less than $16 apiece by 
reason of rebates and discounts, An 
accompanying table of tests shows the 
quality of gas to be not less than 
24.50 candle-power, according to the testing 
machines at different gas works. The 
city’s testing machine, they say, is out of 
date, and, besides, itis located in the City 
Hall, which is so far from the works that the 
gas is not fresh enough to make a good show- 
ing.

Judge Tuley handed down a decision yeater- 
day which is a step in advance of any yet 
filed affecting the question of option dealing 
on the Board of Trade or Stock Exchange. 
If the decision is upheld the methods of 
brokers will have to be revised. 
be enough that brokers' clients may agree ta 


take the stock; but all the facts and circum: 


stances must justify the conclusion on the 
part of the brokers that the person dealing 
had the capacity to take and pay for the stuff 
and actually and in good faith intended ta 
take and pay for the same. If the decision 
should be carried to its legitimate conclusion 
it would tend to break up the whole business 
of dealing in margins. The case decided was 
that of Mrs. Mary Wallace vs. M. M. Jamie. 
son & Co., stock brokers. 

During 1892 Jamieson & Co. made four or 
five deals for Mrs. Wallace in West Chicago 
Street railway stock, took and held the stock, 
and sold it afterwards at an advance. In 


1892 and 1893 Jamieson & Co,, at the re. 
quest of Mrs. Wallace, purchased for her 100 


shares of Chicago Gas stock and 100 shares, 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St, Paul rail- 
way compahy stock, amounting to about) 
$20,000, A short time afterward the stock 
commenced to decline and the firm called 
upon Mrs. Wallace for margins. From time 
to time, and prior to July 1, 1893, she put up 
all the money and property she had, amount- 
ing to about $10,000, as margin or collateral. 
The stocks continued to decline and finally 
the brokers sold the stock, and her total loss 
amounted to all the margins she had put up 
and more too. 
covery. It was contended by Pence & 
Carpenter, her solicitors, that it was a 
gambling transaction and that it was never 
the intention that she should take and pay for 
the stock, but that ehe would only deal in 


margins, and when they sold the stock they 


were to give her credit for the profits or 
chatge her with the losses. The attorneys’ 
Jamieson & Co. contended that the brokers 
having actually bought and paid for the 
stock it was not a gambling transaction, and 
that they simply represented her as her agent. 
The court held the facts in the case showed 
there was no intention as between Mrs. Wal- 
lace and Jamieson & Co. that she should take 
and pay tor the stock, the fact being she did 
not have the means to do so, and her previous 
transactions showing she had never done 
so before that time, and there being no evi- 
dence between them as to what was expected 
by the one or the other, the circumstances of 
the case showed clearly that Jamieson & Co. 
never expected Mrs. Wallace to take and pay 
for the stock, but that they only were to ac- 
count for the profit and loss, and hence that 
it was a gambling transaction within the let- 
ter and the spirit of the statute. Jamieson & 
Co. prayed an appeal to the Appellate Court.

They are put to 
the expense of writing the business, of 
paying for medical examinations, stand 
the risk of paying the face of the policy 
in the event of death, and they receive 
the dowbtful return of bemg allowed to in- 
clude this insurance in the total written for the 
year. One case, which came 19 AP in Chicago, 
illustrates one of the dauge this practice, 
A policy was written for 0, 000 on the life. 
of a man who was not called u gon to pay any 
return for the insurance. He died during the 
time it covered and his family made a claim 
and received from the company the full 
amount of the policy.

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|SAYS HE SHOT MORITZ 


WILLIAM LOEBER OONPESSES, BUT 
SAYS IT WAS AN AOOIDENT. 


He Gives a Circumstantial Story at Mil- 
waukee of a Ride with the Murdered 
Man and a Pistol Expleding While He 
Was Handing It to Moritz<Police Do 
Not Credit His Statement and Think 
the Murder Was Deliberately Planned 
Fight with Tramps at Battle Creek. 


Miuwauker, Wis., March 18.—({Special, }— 
William Loeber confessed today that he killed 
Ferdinand Moritz, but claims the shooting 
was accidental. 

Loeber was brought to Chief Jansen’s 
private office this morning, but for hours de- 
nied all connection with the crime. In the 
meantime Detectives Sullivan and Spengler 
were working on the case and discovered an 
important witness in the person of Ed- 
ward Schwan. Schwan owns a barn 
whieh adjoins the rear of Loeber’s 
place. Friday morning, March 8, at 6 o clock, 
Schwan went to his barn to see about his 

Horses. He saw Loeber in his back yard 
chopping wood. He noticed also Loeber's 
wagoh was standing in the yard with the box 
gone, The kindling was a portion of the box, 
which was replaced later the same day. Some 
of the pieces of the wood were found to be. 
stained with blood, and to the splinters were 
clinging locks of gray hair. A canvas 
bag usually carried by cattle dealers was 
found in Loeber’s house. A butcher identi- 
fied itas belonging to Moritz. The butcher 
also said he had puta knife and steel into it 
the day before. He also identified the knife 
and steel found near the dead body of Moritz 
as the articles he had placed in the bag. The 
knife belonged to the butcher, and it was lent 
to Moritz, the latter saying he needed it in 
skinning a horse, 

Loeber, even in the face of this evidence, 
stoutly maintained his innocence. His wife 
was brought to the station, and in the pres- 
ence of her husband reiterated her statements 
as to his actions the day of the murder’ These 
contradicted many of his statements. The 
strain was too much for him; he broke down 
and made a confession in German, in which 


he said: 

Moritz came to my house Thursday, 
March 7, and said he wanted to take me 
with him to go somewhere and take skins off 
some dead horses. I asked him when we 
should go; he said the next day, early, be- 
tween 3 and 4 o’clock in the morning, so that 
the neighbors would not see us take the 
skins. He came at 3 o'clock. I harnessed 
up my horse and we started oft. I asked him 
where we should go. He said we should go 
to North Greenfield, but he did not give me 
the exuct place, Near the crossing of the 
Wauwatova read, at Baumleacn’s farin, he 
asked me if I had my revolver. I had it with 
me and tod him so As I handed 
it over to him the horse became 
frightened and the revolver went off. 
I tinally brought the horse to a standstill and 
as it stopped I saw I had nearly shot Moritz 
dead and that he bled, I was so frightened I 
did not know whatto do, so I went a little 
further on and carried him out of the wagon. 
As I came back I found his pocketbook, that 
must have fallen from hie inside coat pocket. 
I picked it up and found $12 or $15 in it. 
There was no more. I did not know what to 
do, I wassofrightened. At first I thought 
of announcing it to the police, but did not do 
it, as I feared the consequences. Then I 
drove back, turning off at about Thirty-see- 
ond street and down Cherry street home. 

The police do not believe this story, but 
think the murder was deliberately planned. 
The story that he did not rifle the pockets of 
the dead man is not borne out by the evi- 
dence, as when the body was discovered the 
clothes were cut almost off it and the pockets 
were turned inside out, 

A warrant charging Loeber with the murder 
of Moritz was issued this afternoon. There is 
a probability Loeber will save the county the 
expense of a trial and plead guilty, although 
he may face it out on the strength of his 
claim of accidental shooting. 


FIGHT WITH TRAMPS AT BATTLE CREEK. 


Two Men Keep Up a Running Fire with 
Police for Two Miles, 

BatTLe Creex, Mich., March 18.—][ Spe- 
cial. |—Battle Creek police had a lively fracas 
with two tramps today. The men were offer- 
ing razors, jewelry, and revolvers for sale at 
suspicious prices, and aa two officers attempt- 
ed to arrest them in a barber shop each tramp 
pulled two revolvers and, getting the drop on 
the officers, escaped. A running fire was kept 
up for about two miles into the country, sev- 
eral officers and a crowd of civilians taking 
part in the chase. The tramps, realizing es- 
cape was impossible, threw away their guns 
and gave themselves up. No one was injured. 
The aesperadees were arraigned this evening 
on charge of assault with intent to commit 
murder, waived examination, and were bound 
over to the Circuit Court. Ia detault of 610, 
000 bail they were taken to jail. They gave 
their names as Ed Hogan of Tennessee and 
William Burke, no residence.

DEATH OF PROF. VANDER WBTDE. 


Noted Scientific Writer Expires at a Ripe 
Old Age. 
New York, March 18.—Peter H. Vander 
Weyde died today, aged 82 years. 


[Prof. Vander Weyde was born in Nymegen, 
Hollaud. in 1813. He became well known asa 
scientific writer and teacher in Holland. In 
1849 he came to New York and in 1859 was ap- 
poiptes professor of physics, chemistry, and 

igher mathematics at the Cooper Institute. He 
was also 1 of chemistry in the New York 
Medical College. In 1864 the chairof indus- 
trial sciences was created for him at Girard Col- 
lege, Philadelphia.

Lincoln Park Board yesterday a forecast of 
his annual report, to be delivered April 1. 
He says the cost of establishing a permanent 
yacht harbor by extending the present break- 
water from Fullerten avenue to Diversey 
avenue and adding the other improvements 
necessary to the creation of -an adequate 
haven would be $4,500,000, The report will 
make no recommendation in regard to this 
proposed improvement, nor will the . Presi- 
dent commit himself with reference to the 
acquisition of Luke Shore property between 
Diversey and Belmont avenues. The neces- 
sity for immediate action looking toward the 
enlargement of the park north of Byron street 
will be urged vehemently. It is with refer- 
ence to this matter that a bill is now pending 
vefore the Legislature. As to another bill, 
also before the Legislature, providing for the 
estublishment of the Lincoln Park Board as 
a body corporate, similar to those which con- 
trol the South and West Parks, strong recom- 
mendation is also made, but in this connec. 
tion the board is not to ask financial’ aid of 
the State. The urgency of this step will be 
argued first from the standpoint that there is 
a strong possibility that the North Town and 
the Township of Lake View will be elimi- 
nated. In such case the money wherewith 
Lincoln Park has been maintained will be no 
longer forthcoming, as the entire revenue 
has been made possible through the Super. 
visors of the two towns. In the second place 
the report will make itclear that by vesting 
in the board similar powers to those enjoyed 
by the ogher park bourds, a more equabie dis- 
tribution of park tax can be arrived at, 

Chairman Weber of the Committee on 
Boulevards spoke unfavorably of the plan to 
make Diversey and Lake View avenues boul- 
evarde, declaring that it was not right, in his 
opinion, to take the money necessary to 
create and maintain boulevards out of the 
general fund. President Crawford said the 
expense of boulevard maintenance, should 
the proposed extensions be made, would eat 
up one-half the tax paid by Lake View prop- 
erty-owners in the park treasury. Chairman 
Weber will submit a formal report cancern- 
ing this matter to the board at its next regu- 
lar meeting, and it is expected that many 
property-owners will be on hand to urge a 
favorable consideration of their petition.

FOURT-HOUSE CONDITION IS WORSE. 


County Architect Morey Urges Sanitary 
Changes at Once. 

County Architect Arthur G. Morey reported 
to the County Board yesterday that the bad 
sanitary condition of the Court-House is 
caused by the old-fashioned, poorly-ventilated 
plumbing and the neglect to keep the toilet 
rooms clean. There are ventilated fines and 
registers, but they have been blocked and the 
air, finding no outlet, returns to the rooms. 
Mr? Morey’s plan is to place large fan-blow- 
ers in the main duct and to place in the 
attic and basement an engine to drive 
the fans. This would cost the county 
$7,000. The sewers and plumbing cau 
be replaced and remodeled for $5,000. 
There should be four new cars for the old ele- 
vators, there being room directly opposite 
the present elevators for the placing of three 
new ones. The expense would not exceed 
$20,000. The county is paying $400 a 
month for gas bills on account of the inca- 
pacity of the electrical plant in the building, 
and if a new system was introduced at a cost 
of $12,000 the amount saved in gas would 
pay for the newelectric light plant in rbout 
three years. Mr. Morey says that since his 
report in July, 1894, the condition’ of the 
building has grown decidedly worse, and that 
steps should be taken at once to remedy the 
evils. The report was ordered printed and 
referred to the Committee on Public Service 
for action. 

Commissioner Kunstman moved that the re- 
port of the Finance committee be adopted 
with the exception of the oystér bill of the 
Booth company, which motion was adopted. 
The report provided for the payment of 528. 
159. Supply, $15,109 ; miscellaneous, $6,413; 
building, $553; contingent, $1,334; and 
salary, $4,749. It was said the Booth Oyster 
company’s measure had proved short. An 
inquiry into this is looked for. 

Commissioner Allen presented two resolu- 
tions, Which were adopted, that the Clerks of 
the Criminal, Superior, Circuit, County, and 
Probate Courts, the County Clerk, Treasurer, 
and Recorder be requested to submit their 
pay-rolis for December, January, and Febru- 
ary at the next meeting of the board, and that 
they hereafter submit their pay-rullg to the 
board every month; and requesting Recorder 
Chase to submit to the next meeting a state- 
ment showing what amount or amounts, if 
any, were paid from Dec, 1, 1893, to June 1, 
1894, out of the sum set apart for folio writ- 
ing for salaries other than for folio writing. 
The same request was made as to the time 
between June, 1894. and December of the 
same year. He was asked also the amount 

paid from the folio writing fund for dom par- 
ing during those periods other than the five 
cents allowed for folio writing and comparing, 

George Brandt, the attorney, said the calen- 
dars of the Superior and Circuit Courts were 
overcrowded, and that he with all the rest of 
the attorneys in Cook County suffered, Many 
of his cases, he said, were three years old, and 
he asked that rooms be procured for the 
Judges in buildings near the Court-House for 
the accommodation of the extra Judges who 
had norooms. He was told to present his 
petition in writing, which he said he would do.

OLOTHING WORKERS MAKE ANSWER, 


Deny Specifically the Allegations of Clem- 
ent, Bane 4 Co. 

The litigation between Clement, Bane & Co. 
and the Clothing Cutters’ and Trimmers’ As 
sociation of Chicago was taken up yesterday 
by Judge Brentano. The matter came up as 
a motion after an injunction by the complain- 
ants to restrain the association from boycot- 
ting them. The defendants replied to the mo- 
tion with an answer to the bill, which was 
redd to the court. In the answer the defend- 
ants specifically denied the allegations. 

The answer first denies that the treat ment 
accorded by the complainants to its employés 
has always been fair, liberal, and satisfactory. 
It also denies that the complainants have im- 
mediately removed any cause of dissatisfac- 
tion which has arisen among the employés. 
In the contrary the answer says the com- 
plainants refuse to pay fair wages to em- 
ployés, and especially the clothing cutters 
and trimmers employed by them, and has fre- 
quently and without good cause reduced wages 
and refused to restore them. 

It is then alleged that the complainants 
have entered into an unlawful conspiracy 
with other corporations, and have formed a 
combination for the purpose of regulating the 
wages of the men and women employed in 
the clothing business. This corabination, the 
bill says, is known as the Manufacturers’ and 
Jobbers’ Association of Chicago. 

The charge is made that the association 
maintains a black list, and that it is an illegal 
corporation, and that the complainants are 
members thereof. „The defendants deny that 
they have asked complainants to agree to 
caging other than what is just and reason- 
able. ‘ 

In his argument for Clement, Bane & Co. 
Attorney Kerr held that the defendants had 
no legal right to cause circulars to be sent to 
the customers of his clients or that they be 
intimidated by the visits of the delegates of 
the defendants to the trade of the complain- 
ant. In reply Attorney Cox argued that his 
clients had a perfect right to use argument, 
reason, and entreaty, which, he said, was all 
that was done. 

Judge Brentano continued the matter until 
Wednesday afternoon, when further argu- 
ments will be made, 


NONAGENARIAN OOMMiTS SUICIDE 


Mrs. Catherine Krupka Prefers Death to 
Blindness. | 

Mrs, Catherine Krupka committed suicide 
by hanging Sunday at No. 1633 Noble 
avenue, Lake View. Her great grandson, 
Ernest Levi, found her body. Mrs. Krupka 
was about 90 years old. Until recently she 
had been vigorous and healthy, but during the 
last few weeks her sight failed her. A week 
ago she threatened to hang herself, but the 
rope was taken away from her. Mrs. Krupka 
lived on the North Side most of the forty 
years of her residence in Chicago. ‘She and 
her husband owned property on Superior 
street and lived there until a short time after 
the civil war, in which her husband served. Of 
late years she lived with the husband of her 
granddaughter. She had five great grand- 
children living. 

James Kolacek, aged 17, committed suicide 
yesterday afternoon by shooting himself 
through the heart at his home, No. 768 South 
Loomis street. Kolacek lived with his mother. 
A few minutes before he shot himself he sat 
at a window listening to a band playmg in the 
street. A note written in lead pencil was 
found in his pocket, asking forgiveness and 
asking his relations to shed a few tears for 
him. No reason is known for the suicide. 


HUTOHINSUN WILL CASE OOMES UP. 


Another Appeal Is Taken, This Time to 
the Circuit Court. 

The contest over the will of Thomas Hutch- 
inson, the original publisher of the Chicago 
City Directory, which has been in the courts 
of the State for years, assumed a new phase 
before Judge Kohisaat yesterday. Mr. Hutch- 
inson left an estate estimated at $80,000, 
By his will he left his brother, George Hutch- 
inson, $5,000, but attached a provision to 
this that the legacy should not be paid in case 
George contested the will.
